The Graphic, in commenting 
on that request, offered the 
opinion that if the army wants 
a new roadway constructed to 
accommodate the big tanks and 
trucks which lumber ta and 
from the Nike battery it should 
build one and not look to the 
taxpayers of Newton to do so.

Water consumption in New¬ 
ton has reached an all-time 
high during the past few weeks. 
Never before have residents of 
the city used so much water in 
a comparable period as they 
have during, the month just 
ended. 

Mayor Wliltmore in issuing 
his regulation restricting the 
hours during which lawns 
may he watered appealed for 
ruli public cooperation so 
there would be no necessity 
for court prosecution. 

In his emergency statement j 
the Mayor said: 

“In view of the serious pre-| 
vailing drought conditions and 
the urgent request of the Met¬ 
ropolitan District Commission 
that all communities cut water 
consumption by 20 percent, re¬ 
strictions on the use of water 
are hereby imposed by prohibit¬ 
ing the watering of lawns be¬ 
tween 7 a.m. and 10 p.m. 

"Your cooperation is urgently 
requested so that further re¬ 
strictions and the prosecution 
of violations will not be neces¬ 
sary. 

"This regulations is now in 
effect and will remain so until 
officially rescinded."

vision of the department. 

The department adds that, the 
United States Food and Drug 
Administration has also found 
similar problems in other states. 
Moreover, it says, the sales¬ 
men’s claims for the vitamin 
products range from the cur¬ 
ing of "that-tired-feeling” toj 
cures for serious Illnesses. 

George A. Michael, Director 
of the Division of Food and 
Drugs, in a statement to tho» 
public, declared that any per¬ 
son who feels that his health is 
below par should not attempt to 
self-medicate the ailment but 
should consult a physician. 

"Persons who purchase vita¬ 
min tablets or capsules should 
do so with the express intent 
of using them as dietary sup¬ 
plements rather than as medi¬ 
cinal products for the curing of 
ailments or diseases”, he said.

66,000 college age (18-21) young 
adults will be qualified for! 
higher education, yet there 
will be only 47,000 places to 
accommodate them. 

In Newton, the commission 
estimates, there are 4100 young 
persons of college age. By 
1965, it estimates, there will be 
6500. 

The colleges just won’t be big 
enough tu handle the increase, ; 
even if they carry out all pres-; 


ent plans, the commission as¬ 
serts. 

The Audit listed the follow¬ 
ing as the chief causes of the 
growing shortage of college 
places: 

1. The war baby boom "which 
is already swelling the gram¬ 
mar and high schools and 
crowding the present college 
facilities." By 1965 there will 
be twice as many college age 
youths as in 1950 which means 
double the number of better- 
than-average students taking 
the available places. 

2. The need for more skilled 
enginers, technicians and ad¬ 
ministrators for iuch indus¬ 
tries as electronics, machinery, 
plastics, aircraft and in the de¬ 
veloping atomic power field. 

3. The rising standard of liv¬ 
ing which makes college pos¬ 
sible for more and more stu¬ 
dents. 

"The great and growing 
shortage of teachers on all 
levels is another reason why 
our college and teacher-train¬ 
ing facilities must be rapidly 
expanded, just to keep up with 
the population pressures in our 
elementary schools," the Audit 
pointed out. 

The Audit said its college 
shortage figures are conserva 
tive since they assume that the 
same proportion of Bay State 
students will be able to get in¬ 
to colleges elsewhere as at pres¬ 
ent. 

"But the even greater pres¬ 
sure on colleges elsewhere," the 
Audit pointed out, "plus the 
rising costs of education, mean 
that a larger percentage will 
Ijave to go within this state and 
very possibly to a college with¬ 
in easy commuting distance, 
thereby lightening the pres¬ 
sure on already overcrowded 
Massachusetts institutions.”

The universal shock expressed by everyone who has 
read or heard of the Brfcckton atrocity which claimed the 
lives of two small, innocent boys will not soon be for- 
gotton in this State. 

Here in Newton where details of the wanton slaying 
of Merrill Lovingcr on Feb. 4. 1955, remain starkly vivid 
in memory, the reaction is the same as it is all over the 
State. 

How can such things occur in civilized communities? 
What must be done to guard the innocent. 

There is no doubt but that the unspeakable Brockton 
slayings will serve for a short time, at least, to slow down 
the persistent, often ill-concealed latter-doy drive to ease 
up on the administration of the laws drawn for the pro¬ 
tection of society. 

There is every indication that these two Stoughton 
brothers were sacrificed to a diseased mind. 

There is also every indication that this Common¬ 
wealth somewhere along tin* line fell down badly in 
affording the protection those hoys and society have 
every reason to expect. 

Who is to blame? 

In the weeks and months ahead it is pretty certain 
the murder of the Logan brothers will be discussfed at 
great length. It can be fairly forecast right now that 
no one will be adjudged legally responsible for letting a 
madman loose. 

We’ll have more talk about tightening laws. And 
when that talk has run it due eourse we’ll get hack to 
the thinking of the few well-meaning but badly disil¬ 
lusioned Do-Gooders who believe we’re too hard in judg¬ 
ing the perpetrators of murder. 

“We can’t he too hard,” the Do-Gooders tell us. 
“We must educate. We must rehabilitate. Crime is a 
disease. We must cure it by building airy, comfortable 
prisons. 

“We must forget tilings like electrie chairs. We 
must make parole more easy so that those who are 
locked up may he returned to society just as quickly as 
possible."

During the heated debate in the House on the sales 
tax question some of the supporters of the measure, in 
turning their fire on Senator Powers, declared that he 
aspires to be the Democratic candidate for Governor in 
1958. 

There is absolutely no foundation ot fact or truth 
for any such statement. Powers may one day run for 
Governor, but that day will not come next year. 

Powers at the present time has one political aspira¬ 
tion and ambition. That is to he Mayor of Boston. He is 
aiming and driving for Boston’s 1959 mayoralty cam¬ 
paign, and lie is not looking beyond that contest. 

Rumors and reports have been circulated on Beacon 
Hill that a prominent Democrat other than former State 
Senator Daniel Rudsten will challenge Furcolo at next heater, 
year’s pre-primary State convention. 

That may prove to be the fact. The challenger, how- Rplatpc 

ever, will not be Powers unless the political thinking of ^LOlli 
the Democratic Senate leader undergoes a complete re¬ 
vision. 

Some political observers and a good many Demo¬ 
cratic politicians believe Powers would defeat Fur¬ 
colo if he ran against him on the sales tax issue in a 
Democratic primary. 

They may be right in that contention. But it’s not 
likely to be either proved or disproved. .Powers is not 
planning to move up the political ladder as quickly as that. 

He’ll run for reclection to the Senate next year and then 
strike out for Boston’s mayoralty the following year. 

There is widespread conjecture was to what Lieuten¬ 
ant Governor Robert F. Murphy will do in 1958. Murphy 
is one Democrat who remained completely aloof from the 
sales tax controversy. He took no part whatever in it 
and was not scarred by it. 

It is generally assumed that Murphy was against the 
sales tax. If he was, he didn’t say so, and he didn’t incur 
the wrath of either faction.

Murphy and Furcolo have never really been friend¬ 
ly. Furcolo didn’t want Murphy as his running mate for 
Lieutenant Governor anil tried to persuade at least 
three other Democrats to accept the second spot on the 
Democrat State ticket before Murphy finally won the 
nomination. 

The best information available at the House is that 
while Furcolo and Murphy work together publicly their 
relationship actually hasn’t improved much during the 
months they have been Governor and Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor.

Experiences On 
Western Trip 

The following article reus 
written especially for The 
Graphic by Herbert McKinney 
of Newton, one of the Explorer 
Scouts who have been on a 
camping trip in New Mexico.

We are now* at our camping 
headquarters in Cimarron, New 
Mexico. Everyone is getting 
ready for *he long trip homo. 

In our last night at the Cim- 
arroncito base camp our food 
supply was raided by a bear, 
which got all of our beverage 
mix, our pancake syrup and 
our sugar. Fortunately, we 
were able to get more supplies. 

The next morning we left for 
Poebualno trail camp. At Poe- 
bualrio we were supposed to 
shoot at running deer targets 
with 30.06 rifles. Also we 
were to take a course in hunter 
safety. 

Qn the way to Poebualno we 
stopped at the Bench, a trail 
camp. From the Bench wo had 
a wonderful view of the sur¬ 
rounding country. The next 
night we stayed at New' Dean 
Trail Camp located in a canyon. 
It is surrounded by a fence to 
keep the animals out. At night 
the deer come right up to the 
edge of the fence and look over 
the campers. A few of the 
braver ones even jump the 
fence and graze on the camp 
sites. * 

From Poebualno we went to 
Ponil base camp. The road 
from Poebualno to Ponil fol 
lows the bed of an old narrow 
gauge logging railroad. 

At Ponil we got burros for a 
four-day burro packing trip we 
w'ill never forget. The trail we 
took went over a mountain. 
Everything was alright until 
we got to the top of the moun 
tain. Then the burros started 
to run. ’A’e couldn’t run fast 
enough to kep up with them, 
and so they dragged us dow'n. 

The camp we stopped at that 
night was called Indian Writ¬ 
ings because of the symbols on 
the canyon walls. We had an 
opportunity there to work with 
archeologists who were un¬ 
covering old Indian houses. 
While at this camp site, one of 
our boys John Drury, had a 
birthday, and we used our bis¬ 
cuit mix and butter scotch pud¬ 
ding to make him a cake. It 
came out swell.

The fact that 
Mrs. Tashjian is easy to know, 
informal, and the possessor of a 
warm and vital personality 
helps to establish a rapport be¬ 
tween her and her little listen¬ 
ers almost at once. 

Pegasus Popular 

This talented lady, who has 
taken special courses in story¬ 
telling techniques and has lec¬ 
tured at Harvard as the guest 
of a professor of children’s lit¬ 
erature, finds that Greek myth¬ 
ology provides some of her 
most popular tales. 

“Stories that really lend them¬ 
selves to telling aloud are hard 
to find,” she says, “but the 
youngsters love the one about 
Peresus killing Medea with the 
snaky hair and the one about 
Pegasus the flying horse. A 
fairy tale such as "Three En¬ 
chanted Mares” is also well-re¬ 
ceived, and when they ask me 
if the stories are really true— 
as they always do—my only 
answer is ‘Now what do you 
think’?” 

"There are many fine ‘mod¬ 
ern’ stories, but I like to .tell 
these old fables because they 
are such wonderful, suspenseful 
and dramatic tales—and be¬ 
cause I feel the children will 
never hear them anywhere else. 
Little girls are partial to stories 
like “The Plain Princess” and 
"Molly Whuppie,” while boys 
enjoy tales of courage like 
“Nazar the Brave." 

Dialect Difficult 

“I try always to include a 
story or two about life in other 
countries, such as ‘Caliph and 
the Horse Thief,’ but I shy 
away from dialect, limiting it to 
the least little touch. Although 
the youngsters love it, it is not 
a thing I do best!”

Furcolo Must Make Sales Tax 
Fight on Two Fronts in 1 958 

Governor Furcolo appears to be in a position where 
he will be obliged to wage his sales tax fight on two fronts 
next year. 

He undoubtedly will make a new drive in 1958 to get 
a sales tax bill through the State Legislature. To fail to do 
so would mean that he was backing away from the issue 
in an election year. 

The Governor presumably also will endeavor to per¬ 
suade next year’s Democratic pre-primary State conven¬ 
tion to reverse its traditional position and go on record as 
favoring a sales tax.

$647,483 - Highest in 10 Yrs

Newton’s Are losses last year 

were the highest since 1916, Fire m r . _ _ _ - 

Chief Frederick A. Perkins, Jr.. f\e\Vt. jVlafl HCRClS 
declares in his annual report. 

Losses totalled $647,483 as 
compared with $58,144 in 1947. 

The increase reflects the 
steadily growing population of 
the city and the exceptionally 
heavy advance in building con¬ 
struction, residential, commer¬ 
cial and industrial. 

In his report the chief advo¬ 
cates the creation of a Are acad¬ 
emy or training centre for his 
department; replacement of 
three engines in three succes¬ 
sive years starting in 1958 and 
the construction of new house 
drying facilities. 

The report to Mayor Howard 
Whitmore, Jr., recording the 
losses for the past 10 years 
shows 1955, $352,379; 1954, $160,- 

683; 1953, $184,673; 1952, $318,- 

842; 1951, $149,199; 1950, $374,- 

»09; 1949, $135,610; 1948, $103,- 

696, and 1947, ,$59,144. 

Chief Perkins in emphasizing 
the need for the city’s own train¬ 
ing facilities for firefighters 
points out that currently New¬ 
ton is obliged to send trainees 
to the Brookline training school. 

A severe handicap of this sys¬ 
tem is that the local department 
is short-handed while the men 
are detailed to the Brookline 
school. 

The chief urges that a modern 
training center be establised at 
Station 7, Newton Upper Falls, 
with a drill tower, smoke house, 
ladder house and all necessary 
appliances to promote efllciency 
in fire fighting operation. 

He recommends that the hose 
drying tower be established at 
Auburndale’s Station 5. 

In discussing the need for 
new engines, the Chief’s report 
says, “I recommend that the 
following engines be replaced 
in successive years, beginning 
with 1958 so that In the event 
of more than one becoming un¬ 
serviceable, It would not create 
an undue burden to the city. 

Engine 1, a 759-gallons per 
minute pumper at Newton Corn- 
purchased In 1939, now 17 
years old; Engine 3, a 750-gal- 
Ions per minute pumper sta¬ 
tioned at Newton Center, pur¬ 
chased in 1936, now 21 years old 
and Engine 8, a 600-gallon per 
minute pumper, stationed in 
Newtonville, purchased in 1933, 
now 24 years old.” 

The department was ex¬ 
tremely busy through 1956. 

Chief Perkins’ report shows. It 
had a total of 2101 calls, an av¬ 
erage of almost six per day. 

A breakdown of the calls 
showed 325 bell alarms; 1571 
telephone; 115 verbal; 82 radio; 

8 ADT. The runs were as fol¬ 
lows: two buildings destroyed; 

553 buildings partially destroy¬ 
ed; 66 automobiles; 528 ddump, 
bogs and brush fires; 525 mis¬ 
cellaneous; 92 mutual aid; 80 
false alarms; 44 first aid and 
emergency; 141 telephone calls, 
followed by a box; nine second 
alarms; three third alarms and 
53 needless alarms.

down battle on the sales tax at the convention. Such Dem¬ 
ocratic leaders as Senator John E. Powers are almost cer-. 
tain to seek to place the assembly on record as against a 
sales tax. 

And if Governor Furcolo fails to make a new fight 
next year in the Legislature, lie undoubtedly would lose 
the support of those persons who now look upon him 
favorably because of Ills sales tax stand. 

The implications which will underlie next year s Dem¬ 
ocratic State convention will be both interesting and ex¬ 
plosive. 

Senator Powers, Speaker Michael F. Skerry and other 
prominent Democratic legislators, who opposed the sales 
tax, will have positions of power at the conclave and will 
wield a great deal of influence with the assembled 
delegates. s 

Skerry was the chairman of the 1956 convention and 
presided over its proceedings. Powers headed the resolu¬ 
tions committee which drafted the convention platform. 

The likelihood is that they will perform the same in 
roles at the 1958 conclave unless Governor Furcolo moves 
to prevent them from filling those positions, and that 
would be an overt act which might provoke open warfare 
within the Democratic party. It is improbable Furcolo 
would take any such risk. 

With Skerry running the convention and Powers run¬ 
ning the platform committee, there would be no possibility 
whatever of Furcolo slipping through a plank endorsing 
the sales tax without a floor fight which would have to 
be decided by a vote of the delegates. 

That brings up this very Interesting political ques¬ 
tion. SUPPOSE THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION 
STANDS FIRM AGAINST TIIE SALES TAX AND IN¬ 
SERTS A PLANK IN TIIE PARTY PLATFORM OP¬ 
POSING SUCH A TAX, AS IT DID IN 1956, CAN THAT 
CONVENTION THEN CONSISTENTLY RENOMI¬ 
NATE FOSTER FURCOLO FOR A SECOND TERM 
AS GOVERNOR? 

It certainly would be the height of political incon¬ 
sistency if a convention were to take a stand on one side 
of the hottest issue of the day and then were to give its 
gubernatorial endorsement to a man who takes a directly 
eppoaite position. 

Some political experts think that Governor Furcolo 
might have n difficult time gaining rcnoniination from 
the convention if he were to lose his fight for a platform 
plank favoring a sales tax. 

That may or may not be true. So far, of course, no 
Democrat has indicated his intention of challenging Fur¬ 
colo at the convention. Former State Senator Daniel 
Itudsten, who is conducting a surprisingly strong cam¬ 
paign againBt Governor Furcolo, is planning to bypass 
the convention and make his big fight in the primary. 

An astonishing amount of talk lias developed on 
Rcacon Hill, however, concerning the possibility of hack¬ 
ing some Democratic legislator of the stamp of able, 
young Representative Churles R. Doyle of West Rox- 
bury against Furcolo at the pre-primary convention. 

Doyle would have the issues to wage a primary cam¬ 
paign against Furcolo if he chose to do so. He led the 
light in the House of Representatives against the court- 
packing bill which would have allowed the Governor to 
place six additional judges on the Massachusetts Superior 
Court. Doyle also took a strong stand against the sales 
tax. 

It’s possible that developments in the coming months 
might catapult the popular West Roxbury legislator into 
political prominence. Irinocally, he directed Furcolo’s cam¬ 
paign in his district last autumn but has since split sharp¬ 
ly with the Governor over his policies. 

Whether Representative Doyle might yield to the urg¬ 
ing of fellow legislators and enter the gubernatorial race 
is uncertain. That is a question which may well give the 
Governor’s advisers some rather uneasy moments. 

The probability is that the sales tax fight in the 
Legislature next year will not lie settled until after the 
Democratic State convention in early June. 

A long-range guess now is that if Furcolo wins his 
battle to have the convention go on record as favoring a 
sales tax, he’ll also win his fight in the Legislature. Hut 
il he suiters a rebuff on the issue at the convention the 
prospects are that he’ll be defeated again in the Legis¬ 
lature. b

A remarkable woman, who has been the editoi 
publisher of the Holyoke Transcript since the deal 
her husband 27 years ago and before that was a rep 
and editorial writer, spanning a total of 66 years ii 
newspaper field, Mrs. Dwight was probably the lei 
citizen of Western Massachusetts.

ot the things in which Mrs. Dwight believed—and I 
ed to make come true. As a member of a Gover« 
Commission she cast tlie deciding vote which q 


Masaehusetts the first State in which an old age pen¬ 
sion system was recommended by a public body. 

She started and spearheaded the fight in Western 
Massachusetts to give women the right to vote long before 
that campaign assumed national proportions. 

It was in her home city of Holyoke that her great 
talents and energies achieved the greatest results and the 
greatest good for the community. 

A truly wonderful lady has departed from the news 
paper scene. She richly deserves a revent salute from the 
profession she served with such honor and distinction 
and whose highest ideals she upheld.

search Fund and the Patrons 
of Rosoar:n of the hospital. 

Support also came from the 
Jacob A. Slosberg Memorial 
Fund of the Massachusetts 
Heart Association, the associa¬ 
tion itseL and the National 
Heart Institute, U.S. Public 
Health Service. 

The Pacemaker has been ac¬ 
claimed by the medical profes¬ 
sion as being one of the most 
dramatic developments in heart 
research in recent years. It was 
first used at the Beth Israel 
Hospital to bring back to life 
a 65-year old patient after his 
heart had stopped beating, and 
has since saved the lives of 
many pauents at the Beth Is¬ 
rael Hoso'tal. and at other in¬ 
stitutions throughout the 
country. 

The machine, which weighs 
aproximaMy 13 pounds, is an 
electrical device which has two 
small electrodes or discs strap¬ 
ped or field on the patient's 
chest. When the pulse stops 
beating, the machine Is turned 
on to send electrical impulses 
to the discs on the patient’s 
chest. 

The electrical impulses stim¬ 
ulate the heart and enable it to 
continue beating until such 
time as the heart is capable of 
functioning on its own. How¬ 
ever. the Pacemaker will not 
repair a damaged heart. 

Today, at the Beth Israel 
Hospital, eight Pacemakers are 
serving as life-saving apparatus 
during surgical procedures and 
cardiac emergencies.

A number of legislators, in¬ 
cluding those representing 
Newton, joined with Hyland in 
his fight, and after a hot dis¬ 
pute the matter was referred 


to a special recess commission an adequate sewer system for! 


headed by Senator Philip G. 
Bowker of Brookline and on 
yihich Hyland was a memhPr. 

That commission, after 
lengthy hearings and confer¬ 
ences, produced a plan specify¬ 
ing that Randolph should pay 
$600,000 more than was origi¬ 
nally proposed. It was Hyland’s 
contention from the beginning 
that such communities as 
Newton, Milton, Dedham, Need¬ 
ham and Boston should not be 
compelled to pay for providing 


Randolph. 

Now the matter has been sat¬ 
isfactorily ironed out. A bill 
drafted by the commission was 
submitted to the Legislature 
and is apparently certain of 
adoption. It will mean a tidy 
saving of $48,000 for Newton 
taxpayers.

gers will continue to increase 
at these locations as the volume 
of vehicles increase regardless 
of whether it is caused by par 
ticular generating sources or 
from the constantly increasing 
growth in the number of regis 
tered vehicles. The installation 
of additional traffic control de 
vices appears necessary and in 
evitable." 

Mayor Whitmore based those 
statements at least partly on 
the results of traffic counts 
made just before and since the 
opening of the new turnpike. 
These surveys show an increase 
of about 31.5 per cent in traffic 
along Commonwealth avenue. 

The Mayor pointed out that 
the count taken on four days 
prior to the opening of the turn¬ 
pike showed an average of 
12,461 vehicles passing along 
Commonwealth avenue during 
a 24-hour period. 

This average jumped to 16,- 
392, a rise of 3931 or 31.5 per 
cent, on a count made 11 days 
after the turnpike was opened 
to public use. 

Mayor Whitmore pointed out 
that in 1956 the consultants en¬ 
gaged by the city estimated 
that 15,000 vehicles a day would 
use Commonwealth avenue, be¬ 
fore the opening of the turn¬ 
pike and that approximately an 
additional 4000 vehicles daily 
would use the avenue after the 
turnpike was opened. 

The consultants figured that 
about 19,000 vehicles would 
move over Commonwealth ave¬ 
nue dally with the turnpike in 
use. The estimates made by the 
consultants were higher than 
the figures compiled recently as 
a result of an actual count. 

In commenting on the statiis 
tics which have been compiled, 
the Mayor said: 

“It should be borne in mind 
that too general and too firm 
conclusions from the above 
figures should not be made. As 
yet, too few counts have been 
recorded, and Jiave only cover¬ 
ed the late spring and early 
summer months. 

“Also, you will note the rather 
wide fluctuations in the daily 
counts since the opening, the 
high count having been record 
ed on Tuesday, June 10 at 23,- 
268 and the low on Monday, 
May 27, at 11,973. The variation 
is almost 100%, which is diffi¬ 
cult to explain. However, the 
volume trend has been gradual¬ 
ly upward. Whether this trend 
will continue or whether it will 
tend to stabilize Is difficult to 
forecast at this time. 

"The report to the Massa¬ 
chusetts Turnpike Authority on 
Traffic and Revenues of March, 
1954 by DeLeuw, Cather and 
Company estimated that in 
1957, the first year of operation, 
approximately 29,000 daily ve¬ 
hicles would enter or leave the 
eastern terminus of the Turn¬ 
pike at Route 128. 

“The first report of the Au¬ 
thority since the opening of the 
Turnpike has just been released 
and states that approximately 
33,800 vehicles a day on the 
average through June 30, have 
used the Turnpike. 

The actual average daily use 
to June 30 is about 16% over 
the estimated figure of 29,000 
daily for the year 1957. 

“However, the average daily 
volume of 33,800 is not exactly 
comparable with the 29,000 esti¬ 
mated figure inasmuch as the 
latter was for the eastern termi 
nus alone and not for the entire 
route which is what the 33,800 
figure included. Daily figures 
at the eastern terminus are not 
available from the report,” the 
Mayor continued. 

‘The figures presented from 
the counts taken at Weston 
Bridge do not necessarily indi¬ 
cate the peak volume of traffic 
for Commonwealth avenue on 
all or any particular day as un¬ 
doubtedly from time to time 
other location counts would re- 
fleet an equal or greater vol¬ 
ume. 

“For example on Thursday, 


July 11, the total daily volume 
at Weston Bridge was 15,573, 
whereas at Lake street it was 
15,779. On May 14 the volume 
at Lake street was 21,551 and 
on the 15th It was 21,597. 
Counts for these two days prior 
to the opening were not taken 
at Weston Bridge,” Mayor Whit¬ 
more concluded.

The school authorities were 
accused of "wanting nothing 
but the best for themselves” 
during the discussion of the 
measure. 

Alderman Leo M. Cannon re¬ 
corded himself as opposed to 
giving the school department 
any more funds at all for this 
purpose, maintaining that they 
should get along with the $10,- 
000 already allocated to them. 

The $10,000 which was sought 
in the appropriation recom¬ 
mendation submitted to the 
Aldermen this week was to be 
used for the installation of new 
heating and lighting systems in 
the building. 

Chairman Earle D. Wood of 
the Aldermanic finance commit¬ 
tee, in proposing the $5000 
slash, expressed the conviction 
that the school authorities could 
get along with a few less elec¬ 
tric outlets. 

‘It's time someone pointed 
out to the school department 
that it can get along with a 
little less than the best,” Aider- 
man Wood observed crisply. 

The Board of Aldermen gave 
their approval to a $6940 ap¬ 
propriation which will be used 
to defray part of the expense 
of building a one-room addition 
to the Newton Highlands branch 
library. The $6940 will be added 
to a $5000 bequest to construct 
the room which will be used to 
accommodate children who now 
use a room in the basement of 
the Hyde School. 


arts graduates to teach school. 

About 25 of these- master 
teachers have been imparting 
their wisdom to 375 students 
at Bowen and 270 students at 
Weeks. At the same time they 
have been instructing close to 
50 "internes” in teaching tech¬ 
niques.

Only one of 
three stuaent applicants was 
accepted for the summer course, 
which provides an enrichment 
program tor youngsters grade 
three through six. The cost is 
$20 per child. 

At Weeks, Dr. Judson T. 
Shaplin, associate dean of the 
Harvard Graduate School of 
Education, is serving as direc¬ 
tor of inferneship. 

Raymond W. Blaisdoll, for¬ 
mer princ'pal of Weeks now 
serving director of Harvard’s 
secondary internship plan, is 
principal of the summer ses¬ 
sion. In addition to the academ¬ 
ic courses, which aim at enrich¬ 
ment and avoid specific units 
the classrs are scheduled to 
study in the fall, typing, art, 
industrial arts and recreation 
are offered. 

Both schools have a record 
enrollment this summer. Class¬ 
es are scheduled to close to¬ 
morrow. 

The master teachers, who are 
salaried employees of Harvard 
University have been selected 
on the bas s of education, teach¬ 
ing experience, and experience 
with training students. They 
teach with from three to five 
internes in each class observ¬ 
ing their methods. 

This fab the internes will 
work in nairs within the nine 
participating school systems— 
teaching for half a term and 
studying at the graduate school 
for the other half.

The remaining 20% ’are at¬ 
tending classes for "personal 
satisfaction’-, with more than 
60 previewing courses they will 
take In the fall. These are the 
basics—U.S. history, plane ge¬ 
ometry, ch r mistry, biology, and 
10th and 11th grade English. 

For the first time in the 
school’s history, students may 
get credits for courses they are 
taking fo r the first time. For 
example, il a student studies 
biology fm two summers, he 
will got five full diploma cred¬ 
its. This arrangement takes 
the pressure off the winter 
session, and enables the stu¬ 
dent to cnioy more variety and 
depth in his required courses 
and electives during the regu¬ 
lar term. 

School officials hope to ex¬ 
tend this idea in keeping with 
a general trend towards year- 
round use of school buildings 
which tends to ease school 
space requirements. 

Some of the 52 classes held 
between 8:30 a.m. and noon 
arc part of the Harvard- 
Newton interne program, which 
also ope*atcs at the Weeks 
Junior High and the Bowen 


high schools, 25 preparatory 
schools. 17 parochial schools, 
eight junior high schools, and 
eleven colleges. Several adults 
have attended the session thi? 
summer, many to learn typing. 

Taylor, who is also director 
of the Newton Junior College, 
describes the summer school 
as "totady self-supporting". 
Custodial fees, lighting bills, 
and other costs are met, along 
with the largest, item—instruc¬ 
tional salaries. There are 32 
teachers, a majority of whom 
are members of the Newton 
school system. 

Students include the chil¬ 
dren of families who summer 
in Newton from other states, 
one of them being the son of 
a Red Sox coach whose home is 
in Texii*. 

Extra curricular activities 
were encouraged for the first 
time this \ear, with a program 
of tennis 'uornaments attract¬ 
ing wide participation. Taylor 
reports that a series of edu¬ 
cational week-end trips is a 
possibility for another year.

Police checked immediately 
on all the calls, most of them 
anonymous concerning alleged 
violations of the Mayor’s 
rule. 

In virtually every instance it 
was found that the householder, 
forgetting the ban, had absent- 
mindedly turned on his hose 
or sprinkler. The water was 
turned off immediately when a 
police officer reminded the 
offender of the rule. 

Not a single persistent or 
flagrant violator has come to 
the attention of police anywhere 
in the city. So far there has 
been no cause for prosecuting 
anyone for wanton disregard 
of the Mayor’s regulation. 

Mayor Whitmore himself ex¬ 
pressed the greatest satisfac¬ 
tion and gratification over the 
widespread cooperatio,. with his 
order. 

“I am deeply grateful to the 
people of Newton for ’the way 
in which they have cooperated 
with the regulation prohibiting 
lb' watering of lawns between 
7 o’clock in the morning and 
10 o'clock at night,” the Mayor 
declared. 

“I realize that it is not a 
pleasant thing to see a lawn, 
on which ye- may have spent 
many hours of work, become 
burned and browned because 
of lack of water. I know, too, 
that it is inconvenient for 
many people to wait until 10 
p.m. before turning on their 
hoses and sprinklers. 

“But it was imperative that 
Newton comply with the urgent 
MDC request and reduce its 
water consumption 20 percent. 
The restriction on the water¬ 
ing of lawns appeared to be the 
most feasible and practical way 
of achieving such a reduction,” 
Mayor Whitmore continued. 

“I am deeply grateful for 
the remarkable and whole¬ 
hearted response of the citizens 
of Newton to the order which 
conditions made it necessary 
for me to issue,” the Mayor 
asserted. 

“It was an outstanding ex¬ 
ample of community coopera¬ 
tion in an emergency resulting 
from the prolonged dry spell, 
and I express appreciation for 
it. I am not surprised, but I 
am proud of the people of our 
city ” Mayor Whitmore stated. 

Mayor Whitmore explained 
that Newton has an adequate 
water supply. He pointed out. 
however .that this city must 
| cooperate with the Metropoli¬ 
tan District Commission which 
; has the responsibility of sup¬ 
plying water to many other 
communities.

large classrooms have been 
completed in the basement of 
the school to temporarily house 
the fifth and sixth grades. 

The project got off to a slow 
start early this year when the 
school committee . changed 
some asppets in the original 
request for space it had made 
of the Board of Aldermen. 

According to Stuart Spauld 
ing, chairman of the Boards 
public buildings committee, 
additional delay was occasion¬ 
ed during July when his com 
mittec returned to the architect 
as “unsa isfactory” a set of 
specifications for the addition. 

Hugh A Stubbins Associates, 
who are designing the struc¬ 
ture, wei :i asked to rewrite the 
specifications to comply with 
a three-year-old ruling that re¬ 
quires the names of three man¬ 
ufacturers to be listed as pos 
sible suppliers of fixtures, etc., 
if aay firms are named at all. 

Many cities and towns do not 
have this requirement, and 
Stubbins’ engineers had drawn 
up the specifications naming 
only one manufacturer and 
model number in each Instance. 

“This practice.” says Spauld¬ 
ing, “tend.- to limit competitive 
bidding and consequently in¬ 
crease costs. When we receive 
the rewritten specifications, I 
expect they will be approved 
immediate'y.” 

Some obstacles have been 
hurdled, however. The Board 
of Aldermen has authorized 
the expe>’Jiture of 5250,000 for 
the four classroom structure, 
which will include a playroom, 
a health unit, and a principal’s 
office. 

The School Buildings Assist¬ 
ance Commission has approved 
the plans and Newton officials 
have appeared before the state 
emergency finance board to re¬ 
quest approval of its borrowing 
the funds.

A group of residents from the

busiest season of the year. 

McGoIdrick asserted that 
manfacturing has gone one at 
the plant until 12:30 and 1:15 
in the morning. He said the at¬ 
tending noise makes it im¬ 
possible to sleep during the 
j summer when windows are 
I open. 

He declared that he called the 
j police at 1:15 a.m. on a Sunday 
and that the officers got the 
! plant to close down. 

I McGoIdrick said that when 
| the windows are open persons 
; living in nearby houses are dis- 
, turbed by objectionable lan- 
i guage from (he workers in the 
Royal Crown establishment, in 
| addition to the noise.

(That was the 
amount Doria supposedly was promised for getting out of 
the union.) When Doria made it plain he wasn’t joking 
and wanted his expenses, McClellan curtly told him to 
“see the clerk.”

Citizens Group Starts Drive 
To Eliminate Pension Abuses 

An unusual attempt to go over the heads of Massa¬ 
chusetts legislators in order to force the correction of 
abuses being perpetrated under the disability retirement 
law, is now underway. 

For four years State Senator Philip A. Graham of 
Hamilton has been battling for the adoption of a bill which 
would close the loopholes in the disability pension statute, 
and for four consecutive years he has been defeated in the 
House of Representatives. 

Now a citizens group has been organized to carry the 
fight directly to the voters of the Commonwealth. 

Operating from a small headquarters on the 9th floor 
of 50 Congress st. in downtown Boston, the Massachu¬ 
setts Citizens Committee next month will launch a cam¬ 
paign to obtain the signatures of 70,197 registered voters. 

Ostensibly, the purpose of that move is to place the 
disability pension issue before the voters in the 1958 State 
election. Privately, the sponsors of the campaign believe 
that when the measure reaches the House next year, with 
the weight of that many signatures behind it, it will be 
adopted, eliminating the need of submitting any referen¬ 
dum to the people.

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Ivy Poisoning Is Year Hound 
Hazard -- Not Just Summer 


Do you know how 1o protect 
ngainst ivy poisoning? It's a 
year-round hazard most com¬ 
mon during summer. 

Ivy poisoning is a term used 
to refer to skin irritation re¬ 
sulting from contact with any 
one of more than 60 varieties of 
plants found in the United 
States. 

Most persons are immune to 
the biggest share of them But 
nearly everyone who touches 
the three more commonly known 
plants — poison ivy, poison oak 
and poison sumac is affected 
to some degree. 

Such poisonous plants are the 
bane of outdoor workers. 
There's even risk for garage 
mechanics, golfers — and dog- 
lovers! 

In one year more than 2,000 
employees of the Connecticut 
State Highway Dept, contracted 
ivy poisoning, losing from two 
to five days of work. This des¬ 
pite a program of inoculations, 
eradication of roadside growths 
of the plants, and years of ex¬ 
perience in detecting them.

Golfers, too, have picked it up 
when they handled a golf ball 
that hart crushed leaves of one 
of the three plants. 

Anri, of course, there are in¬ 
stances of dog-lovers coming 
down with ivy poisoning after 
petting Fido who just fro¬ 
licked in the stuff. 

Ivy poisoning is caused four 
ways. These include bodily con¬ 
tact with any part of the plant, 
exposure to smoke from the 
burning plant, contact with 
clothing or other objects that 
have been exposed to it, and 
wading or swimrping in water 
containing its oil. 

Here's a brief description of 
the "Big Three”: 

I'oison Ivy, a low shrub or 
climbing, creeping vine, has 
leaves (a shiny, dark green in 
summer, a brilliant orango or 
scarlet in fall! that may he 
notched or smooth and are ar¬ 
ranged in groups of three on 
short stalks. It may be found 
in every state (except California 
and Nevada) in woods or in the 
open — along fence rows, paths 
land roadways, and climbing 
I trees or posts. 

Poison Oak, a variety of 
' poison ivy, is a term usually 
| given two plants — one, a 
shrub, the other, a shrub that 
may become a vine. Leaves of 
the former resemble small oak 
| leaves, occur in groups of three, 
i are somewhat hairy and deeply 
I lobed, and usually are found 
j south of a line connecting New 
j Jersey to Tennessee and extend- 
| ing as far west as Missouri. 
Leaves of the second type — 
which are oval and rounded — 
also come in three’s. Strictly a 
western plant, it's found in 
states bordering the Pacific 
Ocean and grows in (he same 
locations as poison ivy. 

Poison sumac (also known as 
j white sumac, poison ash, poison 
dogwood, poison elder and thun- 
jderwood) is a shrub, but oc- 
! casionally can ho found as a 
tree 20-30 feet high. Its sharply 
pointed, smooth, oily leaves are 
[ arranged in pairs along a slend¬ 
er stem with a single loaf at 
the end. Poison sumac has 
'smooth, cream-colored berries

Death has resulted from this. 

3. Some persons are Immune 
to ivy poisoning. No one is. Nor 
does immunity once insure fu¬ 
ture immunity. 

4. Others can catch poison ivy 
from your rash or blisters. 
They can’t- it’s not contagious 

If you come in contact with 
tilt* poison, wash the affected 
area five or six times with 
plenty of laundry soap and tepid 
water. Don't use a brush or 
rough wash cloth. Self-treat¬ 
ment can be risky, so see a phy 
sician. 

Above all, learn to know and 
avoid these hazards. That’s the 
best protection.

The Cocoanut Grove night 
club holocaust in Boston in 
1942, in which nearly 500 per¬ 
sons peiished, is recalled in a 
bulletin on “Places of As¬ 
sembly,” issued by the Fire Pre¬ 
vention Bureau of the Newton 
Fire Department. 

The bulletin is intended to in¬ 
spire greater efforts toward 
safety and the saving of lives. 

The bulletin reads: 

When tire swept through a 
dance hall in 1940 in the deep 
South with a logs of 207 lives, 
the general feeling of the public 
was that such a tragedy could 
not occur in the larger cities, 
where places of this kind were 
subject to local regulations 
and were under the inspection 
service of building departments 
and fire perverition bureaus. 

The stampede and death by 
fire, totaling nearly 500 persons, 
in the Cocoanut Grove night 
club in Boston in 1942, was a 
rude awakening and this was 
followed in two weeks by a 
holocaust in Newfoundland 
which caused the deaths of near¬ 
ly 100 people. 

The questions which natural¬ 
ly come to one’s mind are wheth¬ 
er such a catastrophe can oc¬ 
cur in his community, and what 
can be done to prevent such oc¬ 
currences. 

Where people congregate in 
closely crowded groups of 100 
or more there is a possible 
danger of panic. This danger 
is increased by the lack of 
knowledge of the location of 
exits, the absence of suitable 
exit signs and by the quickness 
with which fire may spread 
through combustible decora¬ 
tions. Such places exist in near¬ 
ly every community. Not all of 
them are of a type which could 
be classed with dance halls, 
cabarets or night clubs. Restau¬ 
rants, ballrooms in hotels, audi¬ 
toriums in clubs, school or so¬ 
ciety halls, and social halls in 
churches may at times become 
overcrowded, and be deficient 
in exits or have an excess of 
flammable decorations. 

The correction of conditions 
introducing possiblities of death 
or injury is not always easy. 
The first step is to have some¬ 
one in authority inspect these 
places, and next to have the un¬ 
satisfactory conditions correct¬ 
ed. 

There can be no question hut 
that adequate exits must be 
provided, but exits alone are not 
the complete answer. Even with 
an excess of doorways, and of 
stairs and other exit provisions, 
there is the possibility of panic, 
together with clanger from igni¬ 
tion of clothing and the inhala¬ 
tion of deadly gases. The gen¬ 
eral tendency is for people to 
try to get out by tin* same door¬ 
way they used in entering. The 
adequate marking of other 
exits as to how to get to them 
should be insisted upon. 

Often conditions most need¬ 
ing correction for life safety 
are the ones most difficult to 
correct. The fact is many of 
the changes necessary will in¬ 
volve large expenditures of 
money and therefore enforce¬ 
ment is not easy. 

Structural features such as 
open star ways (which have 
provided means for quick up¬ 
ward spread of tire and suffo¬ 
cating lire gasesi, lack of fire- 
stopping in walls or ceilings, 
highly flammable surface finish 
materials on walls and ceilings, 
large area combustible con¬ 
struction, and inadequate pro¬ 
tection against the in other oc¬ 
cupancies, have all been factors 
which have aided in the ranid 
spread of lire with resulting 
actual or threatened loss of life. 

Standards covering struc¬ 
tural features affecting safety 
to life front lire are contained 
in the National Building Code 
recommended by the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters, 
enforcement of which would 
be the responsibility of the 
municipal building inspection 
department. 

An automatic sprinkler sys¬ 
tem can be used to good ad¬ 
vantage where structural fea¬ 
tures are below standard. It 
will go far toward making life 
safety a fact in any place of 
assembly. Even a partial sys¬ 


tem covoing the more haz¬ 
ardous aioas would improve 
conditions. 

Exit doors have often been 
found blocked or locked so as 
to be unusable and in some 
cases loss of life has been at¬ 
tributable to this condition. 
Fire prevention inspections 
should include a careful check 
on the liability of all required 
exit ways, especially as they 
exist during periods of occu¬ 
pancy. 

One Item having a marked 
influence on the panic hazard 
is that of over-crowding. Where 
seats are not fixed, special at¬ 
tention must be given to main¬ 
taining proper aisles free of all 
j obstructions. 

| Fire extinguishers should be 
! provided in kitchens, store¬ 
rooms arpl other places where 
fire hazards exist. They must 
be given regular inspections 
; and proper maintenance or 
1 they may not be usable when 
the fire emergency arises. 

Managements should give 
thought to what should be done 
in time of emergency, and 
adopt a definite plan which will 
provide lor life safety by 
evacuation or other means 
that may best fit the circum- 
: stances, and assign appro¬ 
priate duties to each employee. 

Employees should bo in¬ 
structed in uso of fire ex- 
j tinguishinp devices, in the 
necessity for keeping aisles 
and exits In usable condition, 
and in the method of collapsing 
any revolving doors that may 
be present. Revolving doors 
should be tested by collapsing 
at least once a month. 

Decorative materials such 
as curtains, draperies, stream¬ 
ers and loosely attached wall 
and ceiling coverings should he 
flameproof.

tern such as Callahan is seeking 
to put into effect. 

The outspoken Newton legis¬ 
lator assailed the plan as “a 
very cute giveaway program." 

His arguments, however, met 
a cool response from legisla¬ 
tors, many of whose relatives 
have been given jobs on the 
turnpike. 

Heaney pointed out that the 
exemption of the Turnpike Au¬ 
thority’s bonds already costs 
the Commonwealth $600,000 a 
year. 

He further 'cited that iho 
State paid for the advance stud¬ 
ies of the toll-road and also 
gave the Turnpike Authority 
an interest-free loan of $500,000 
to get it underway. 

It Is ridiculous and ironic, 
Heaney argued, that Callahan 
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now asks (o have persons us¬ 
ing the toll road be exempt from 
paying the State gasoline taxes. 

Heaney will make a new fight 
against the bill when it comes 
up again next Monday in the 
House for a final reading and 
at that time will offer two am¬ 
endments, one of which would 
have the State Department of 
Taxation deduct a percentage of 
the refund to cover adminis¬ 
trative expense. 

The cards, however, will ho 
stacked against him, since it is 
apparent that Commissioner 
Callahan already has done en¬ 
ough favors for the members 
of the Legislature so that he 
can get about any bill he desires 
through that body, regardless 
of Ihe effect his proposals would 
have on the public pocket hook.

Experts on municipal gov¬ 
ernment declare that Whitmore 
provided outstanding leader¬ 
ship for the City of Newton 
during the various emergen¬ 
cies which arose during his 
service as Mayor. 

These included the devas¬ 
tating hurricane in 1954, the 
surging floods in 1955 and the 
crippling blizzards in the late 
winter of 1956. 

In each of those times of em¬ 
ergency, they point out, he 
maintained a strong, steady 
hand on the helm of Newton’s 
municipal government and had 
conditions restored to normal¬ 
cy much more quickly than in 
most neighboring communities. 

Mayor Whitmore is held in 
high respect by the officials of 
other Greater Boston cities, 
even though he has clashed 
with them at times on such 
issues as the proposal that the 
MTA take over the Highland 
branch of the Boston & Albany 
line and on plans for the ex¬ 
tension of the Massachusetts 
turnpike. 

In his statement declaring his 
cuiulidacy for re-election, .May¬ 
or Whitmore thanked the 
people of Newton for giving 
him the opportunity to serve 
them as their Mayor and for 
the cooperation they have ex¬ 
tended to him during bis nearly 
four years at City llall. 

In opening his announcement 
that he would run again Whit¬ 
more said his decision was in¬ 
fluenced by his wish to go for¬ 
ward with the programs of 
modernization of administrative 
procedures, services and facili¬ 
ties which he initiated during 
the last few years. 

He said many of these pro¬ 
grams are well "nderway and 
that if it is the will and the 
wish of the people of Newton, 
he is desirous of promoting and 
concluding them during the 
third term he will seek.

Travel and TB 


Travel is broadening, they 
say, but it may also broaden 
the tuberculosis problem for 
Americans. Experts predict 
that globe-trotting may Increase 
our chances of getting TB, un¬ 
less worldwide control of the 
disease is effected. 

Great progress has been made 
against TB in this and a hand¬ 
ful of other countries. The death 
rate has declined sharply and 
should continue to be low if TB 
control programs are continued 
at the present rate. In the past, 
it is believed, most Americans 
became infected with TB germs 
when they were young even 
though those who broke down 
with the disease did not do so 
until later in life. Infection 
rates in children have been de¬ 
clining in recent years as ef¬ 
forts have Increased to And and 
hospitalize adults with "open” 
TB. If this trend continues and 
national standard of living re¬ 
mains high, there should be few¬ 
er new cases in years to come. 

Against this trend, however, 
stands the fact that Americans 
are increasingly likely to tra¬ 
vel in parts of the world where 
TB is more prevalent. In the 


service of government or busi¬ 
ness some live for considerable 
periods in parts of Asia, the 
Near East and other places 
where the disease is endemic. 
Many of today’s children may 
grow up without meeting TB 
germs until they are exposed to 
the disease in foreign lands. So, 
in the end, they may suffer from 
the disease In spite of our na¬ 
tionwide TB control program. 

What is the answer to this 
problem? Americans of today 
and tomorrow aren’t going to 
stay at home. We all want to 
see the world. The only answer 
is world wide control of tuber¬ 
culosis. The United States can’t 
be an island of safety in this 
small world. The World Health 
Organization works to improve 
standards of TB control. The 
UN Children’s Emergency 
Fund actively assists nations 
whose TB problems are acute. 
Your local tuberculosis associa¬ 
tion, through the National Tu¬ 
berculosis Associations, is a 
part of the International Union 
Against Tuberculosis and con¬ 
tributes to the increase and 
spread of knowledge about TB 
throughout the world.

In making known his candi¬ 
dacy, Frazier replied to Chair¬

time to time gifted writers and economists have assayed 
the task of the newspaper of today as compared with the 
newspaper of another generation and with the newspa¬ 
per of the future. 

Some so-called experts have been captivated by the 
tremendous advances made through the media ot elec¬ 
tronics in modern communication; some have peeped into 
the future and seen some form of electronics replacing 
the printed page. 

The experience of well over 1,0(10,000 readers served 
by Boston newspapers during the period of a strike of 
one of the crafts should lie enlightening. 

They missed their favorite paper. Some attempted 
to fill their craving for information in magazines. Some 
turned to radio and TV listening. Most expressed dis¬ 
satisfaction. 

The somewhat prolonged news blackout which oc¬ 
curred when Pittsburgh suffered a suspension of news¬ 
paper publication has been repeated in Boston. 

Newspaper publication blackouts of shorter duration 
elsewhere have created the same puzzled vacuum for the 
public. 

If these blackouts prove nothing else, they offer con¬ 
crete evidence that whatever other developments there 
may he in mass communication, the newspaper will always 
be a major factor as far as the public is concerned.

\ good many legislators agree with that appraisal. 
They assert that there is no doubt whatever but that 
the voters would record themselves overwhelmingly in 
favor of revisions in the disability retirement law and 
that some of the House members who have defeated it 
in the past would vote for its passage next year rather 
than have it become an issue in the 1958 campaign. 

In one way or another, however, whether by vote of 
the Legislature or by mandate of the people, the serious- 
minded members of the Citizens Committee are determined 
that the disability pension abuses will be halted. 

Two Republican legislators—Senator Graham and 
Representative Charles H. Anthony of Haverhill—carried 
the tight on Beacon Hill this year and last, losing out both 
times in the House after their measure had been approved 
in the Senate, 

Now Graham and Anthony are stepping into the back¬ 
ground, and the citizens group is undertaking the tremen¬ 
dous task of gathering enough signatures to place on the 
3958 election ballot for a vote of the people the bill which 
the Legislature thus far lias refused to adopt. 

The Citizens Committee is strictly a non-partisan 
organization composed of Democrats, Republicans ami 
Independents. They have one purpose in mind—to end 
what they term a "disability pension racket” which, 
they declare, is costing the taxpayers of Massachusetts 
more than $0,000,000 a year. 

Under the provisions of the Graham-Anthony bill, 
which the citizens group has taken over, a person pen¬ 
sioned because of disability could not have a total income 
in excess of the salary of the job from which lie retired. 

Senator Graham asserts that the present law is en¬ 
couraging State, city and town employees to retire on 
disability pensions after relatively short service rather 
than working until they are retired because of old age. 

“As a matter ot fact,” Graham asserts, “any em¬ 
ployee who stays on the job as long as he can and then 
accepts the standard pension is regarded by his asso¬ 
ciates as a ‘sucker.’ This perfectly obvious loophole is 
morally wrong and is costing the Massachusetts tax- 


ho suffered dizzy spells whenever he endeavored to go up 
a ladder. So he was pensioned. Now he is working as a 
painter at the Charlestown Navy Yard and is climbing all 
sorts of scaffolding without suffering any apparent ill 
effects. 

A truck driver retired on disability because of an 
alleged hark condition. Shortly after his retirement, he 
bought a truck and went into the trucking business for 
himself. He is now doing precisely the same work he 
claimed he was physically unable to do. 

A fireman in a small town retired on disability and is 
now working in an aircraft plant in California. He recently 
wrote to a fellow former firefighter and urged him to 
retire on disability also and to come out and work with 
him. 

Case after case are cited of persons retired on grounds 
of physical disability who are now doing practically the 
same work they claimed they couldn’t do for a State, a 
city or a town. 

In some instances their present .jobs are actually 
more taxing and arduous than those they declared they 
were physically unable to fill. 

Senator Graham and those who have picked up his 
fight emphasize that their bill in no way would harm those 
employes who are genuinely disabled and seek disability 
pensions for completely honest and legitimate reasons. 

Donal O’Callaghan of Marblehead, who has been 
chosen as chairman of the Massachusetts Citizens’ Com¬ 
mittee, declares that his group hopes to recruit some 2000 
workers in all sections of Massachusetts to obtain signa¬ 
tures on papers which will be placed in circulation Sept. 16. 

O'Caliaglian readily concedes that the task of com¬ 
piling 70.107 valid signatures will lie a staggering one. 
Hut lie predicts that the job will he successfully com¬ 
pleted by Dee. 4, the date on which the signatures must 
lie lik'd at flic State House. Before that, they must he 
certified by local city and town officials. 

The political rule, of thumb is that it usually takes 

one so that O’Callag- 
facing the chore of assembling more 
than 110,000 signatures. 

He reports, however, that a great many persons al¬ 
ready have manifested an interest in the undertaking and 
have indicated a willingness to get out and obtain the 
signatures. 

“This is an attempt to correct an abuse in govern¬ 
ment and to save the people of Massachusetts money 
which they should not he ealled upon to pay out,” O’Cal¬ 
laghan asserts. "Our headquarters will be in Room 1)86 
at 50 Congress st. in downtown Boston, and we expect- 
it to he a rather busy place for the next few months. 

“We’re going to give the people of our State a chance 
to sidetrack one gravy train, and I think they’re going to 
want to do it.” 


Furcolo Dig at Legislators 
Builds Democratic Hostility 

Governor Furcolo’s recent slap at the Democratic- 
controlled House ways and means committee reflected such 
poor political judgment that many persons assumed that 
it had been made on the spur of the moment in a fit of 
pique because the committee members were trimming his 
supplementary budget. 

That, however, was not the fact. The comment, which 
presumably made the committee members more deter¬ 
mined than ever to cut down the Governor’s budget, was 
contained in a written statement which obviously had 
been given considerable thought and had been prepared 
with care. 

If pointed up once again the extremely poor rel¬ 
ations whit'll exist between Furcolo and the Democratic 
leaders in tin* Legislature — relations which have 
worsened rather than improving with the passing 
months. 

What apparently annoyed the Governor, aside from 
the cutting given his budget, was that the committee had 
decided to hold a public hearing on his proposed expendi¬ 
tures instead of considering them in private. 

So he issued a sarcastic, tongue-Tn-check statement, 
expressing supposed delight that the committee had 
“abandoned its long-standing custom of closed-door meet¬ 
ings on some measures” and congratulating it for “begin¬ 
ning the new policy of no more closed-door hearings that 
bar the press and public.” 

The Governor went on to repeat the same thought in 
different words in the course of his statement and to give 
the newspapers, radio and television stations credit for 
permitting the light of public scrutiny to shine upon the 
deliberations of the House ways and means committee. 

Except for venting his own feelings in a rather 
schoolboyish way, Mr. Furcolo accomplished nothing ex¬ 
cept to increase the hostility to him in his own political 
party.

Need to Study 
Leases Great 

Lack of Understanding May Result 
In Serious Difficulty for One Parly

Brown leased a store to Jimsen, the lease providing 
that “said store is to be used for the sale of shoes.” Brown 
inserted the clause because he had previously leased the 
adjoining store to the Torwin Dress Company, and in 
that lease he had agreed “not to lease any other part of 
the building to a competing business, nor permit it to 
be used for such a purpose.” 


A year later Jimsen decided 
that he could not operate his 
store profitably unless he chang¬ 
ed it into a department store, 
selling all types of apparel. Ac¬ 
cordingly, he advertised the 
opening of a department store 
in the premises, and made pre¬ 
parations to sell all kinds of 
clothing. The Torwin Dress 
Company immediately complain¬ 
ed to Brown, who demanded 
that Jimsen limit his business 
to that of a shoe store. Jimsen 
refused. The Dress Company 
threatens to move out, and to 
sue Brown unless he stops Jim¬ 
sen. 

At first glance, it would ap¬ 
pear that Brown had protected 
himself by providing, in Jim- 
sen’s lease, that the store be 
used for the sale of shoes. Un¬ 
fortunately, he did not protect 
himself enough. The lease mere¬ 
ly said the store could be used 
for the sale of shoes. It did not 
say it could not he used for 
other purposes. Therefore, Jim¬ 
sen can operate his department 
store, and Brown will find him¬ 
self in serious trouble with the 
dress company because Brown 
violated the terms of his lease 
with them. Brown could have 
protected himself by inserting 
the simple word "only” in Jim- 
sen’s lease, to make it read 
“said store is to be used for 
the sale of shoes only." 

This case illustrates the neces¬ 
sity of studying leases careful¬ 
ly to make sure they apply in 
all respects to the particular

Such a campaign would make 
i Newton a better and more com- 
j fortable city in which to live 
and would afford a measure of 
relief for victims of hay fever, 
Dr. Godfrey pointed out. 

The ragweed in the vicinity 
of Newton will reach its full 
maturity about this weekend or 
early next week and in the 
| period immediately following 
will cause a maximum of dis¬ 
comfort for sufferers of hay 
fever. 

Persons susceptible to the 
pollen contained in the ragweed 
can obtain relief only by going 
to places where weed docs not 
grow or where it has been elimi¬ 
nated through a cooperative 
effort on the part of residents, 
Dr. Godfrey declared. 

Newton does not now fall in 
that category, he said. 

The pollen contained In the 
ragweed is so light that it can 
be carried long distances even 
by a mild breeze. 

As a result, Dr. Godfrey ex¬ 
plained, the cooperation of all 
residents would be necessary in 
order to achieve effective results 
in eliminating. 

Now approaching full ma¬ 
turity, the ragweed will flourish 
for more than another month 
and then will begin to die out 
toward the end of September. 

However, the weed is .self- 
seeding so that it will he hack 
again next year unless a con¬ 
certed effort is made now' to 
root it out, Dr. Godfrey de¬ 
clared.

with surprise when they were 
asked if they had one. 

Some householders didn’t 
realize they were supposed to 
have permits for the storage 
of fuel oil. Others assumed 
that the permits had been se¬ 
cured for them cither by the 
firm that sold them their heat¬ 
ing systems or by the company 
that supplies them oil. 

Actually, there is solid ground 
and reason for that assump¬ 
tion because the firms which 
install oil burners are respon¬ 
sible tor getting the oil storage 
permits and are not supposed 
to leave that chore for the 
householders to perform. 

Wherever they can obtain the 
name of the company which in¬ 
stalled an oil burner, the New¬ 
ton fire department is calling 
the firm in question and in¬ 
structing one of its officials 
to obtain the permits they were 
supposed to post on the wall of 
the cellar, near the oil burner. 

A good many householders, 
however, either don’t know or 
can’t remember who installed 
the oil burners in the homes 
where they are now living. 
Some, of course, moved into 
the dwellings long after the 
oil burners were placed in use. 

Some companies which in¬ 
stalled oil burners in Newton 
homes two decades or more ago 
have since gone out of business. 

In cases where the fire de¬ 
partment cannot locate the 
company which installed the 
oil burner, it is obtaining the 
names of the concerns which 
now deliver oil to the homes in¬ 
volved and informing them that 
it is up to them to obtain the 
necessary permits. 

Those firms are being warned, 
in fact, that it is a violation of 
the law to deliver oil to a home 
which has no permit for storing 
the fuel. 

Fire department officials re¬ 
port they are receiving a high 
degree of cooperation from 
both oil burner installation 
companies and from the con¬ 
cerns which sell oil. 

Fire Chief Frederick A. Per¬ 
kins. Jr., expresses himself as 
highly satisfied with the results 
achieved to date by the in-serv¬ 
ice inspection. 

Hundreds of homes and busi¬ 
ness places are in a much safer 
condition today than they were 
a few months ago as a result 
of the elimination of fire haz¬ 
ards in attics, cellars and other 
storage -daces. 

Because householders are co¬ 
operating with the firefighters 
in admitting them to inspect 
one and two-family homes no 
occupant of such a dwelling is 
being prosecuted for failure to 
have the required oil storage 
permit. 

They are told, however, 'that 
they should have such a per¬ 
mit for their own protection. In 
a vast majority of cases the 
companies supplying the fuel 
oil and anxious to continue do¬ 
ing so are promptly obtaining 
the Newton permits. 

So Newton's householders are 
getting the permits they need 
at no expenditure of time or 
effort. 

The in-service inspection will 
he continued by the Newton 
fire department until all homes 
and business places in the city 
have been covered.

A force of 300 police and troops attacked the main 
transport terminals, firing shots over the heads of the 
strikers who had barricaded themselves. The attack last¬ 
ed about 15 minutes, with the workers offering no resist¬ 
ance. Police and soldiers then began the operation of 
street cars and started transit service in the paralyzed 
city, which once was held out as a communist model for 
all Poland. 

Conductors, in addition to seeking more money, de¬ 
manded an end to a pay system based on their collections 
which they protested makes their pay day resemble a lot¬ 
tery. “We never know how much we’re going to gel,” 
they complained. The indications were the strikers would 
go back to work at gunpoint. Lodz is Poland’s second 
largest city.

day, according to the Health 
News Institute, is something 
like a map of the world in the 
16th Century — much of the 
landscape is familiar, hut vast 
areas are still marked "terra 
incognita” — unkndwn lands. 

The force behind the voyages 
of discovery into these un¬ 
charted lands was competition, 
a rivalry between the great 
centers of trade in Europe. 
Somewhat the same spirit pre¬ 
vails today in a large part of 
the vast wave of exploration 
we now call "research.” 

Private research represents 
about two-thirds of the nation’s 
total effort to extend the fron¬ 
tiers of knowledge and control. 
In the words of Secretary of 
Labor James P. Mitchell, this 
private area is "the most cru¬ 
cial and dynamic sector of the 
country’s research effort.” 

The unique, impressive con¬ 
tribution of the nation’s phar¬ 
maceutical manufacturers in 
this respect is well recognized 
by science. After the Canadian 
scientists Banting and Best dis¬ 
covered insulin, they turned to 
an American pharmaceutical 


house for further research and 
transformation of the drug into 
a therapeutic reality for a mil¬ 
lion diabetics in this country 
alone. And there was only 
enough penicillin in the world, 
the HNI recalls, to cure 400 
patients until a score of Ameri¬ 
can pharmaceutical manufac¬ 
turers joined in a massive pro¬ 
gram to produce the wonder 
drug cheaply and abundantly. 

In the years since, sixteen 
more successful antibiotics have 
been made commercially avail¬ 
able. And each time this has 
happened, the medical and mar¬ 
keting problems for pharmaceu¬ 
tical companies have changed; 
either the new drug has provid¬ 
ed competition for those already 
on the market, or it has made 
necessary a change in the direc¬ 
tion of antibiotic research to¬ 
ward new drugs effective 
against organisms that have 
not yet been effectively con¬ 
quered. 

The impulse behind these ef¬ 
forts is competition, which can 
be defined as "the driving need 
to produce newer, better prod¬ 
ucts in the atmosphere of a 
free enterprise economy and un¬ 
regimented medical care.”

Excessive Heat Kills More 
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I lian Does Excessive Cold 


Excessive heat takes more 
than four times as many lives 
annually as excessive cold. 

More persons die each year 
from too much heat than from 
accidental electrocutions. 

Those are facts on excessive 
heat presented by the National 
Safety Council. 

Heat cramps and heat ex¬ 
haustion— results of excessive 
heat — come from over-ex¬ 
posure to sun or intense heat. 
Heat cramps arc caused by ex¬ 
cessive loss of salt from the 
system through perspiration and 
are identified by cramps in the 
abdomen and in arm and leg 
muscles. 

Heat exhaustion — which 
doesn't always accompany heat 
cramps — has these symptoms: 
paleness, chills, dizziness, 
nausea, abnormal sweating, 
rapid and shallow breathing, 
rapid and weak pulse, weak¬ 
ness, below-normal temperature 
and skin either hot or cold and 
clammy. 

Unconsciousness and possible 
death may result in severe 
cases, the Council said. 

Heavy exertion in abnormally 
high temperatures — engine 


rooms, foundaries, steel mills, 
bakeries and laundories, for ex¬ 
ample — may cause heat sick¬ 
ness. 

Most susceptible to heat sick¬ 
ness are persons not used to 
high temperatures, those in 
poor health or previous suffer¬ 
ers from it. Here’s how it can 
be prevented: 

1. Avoid alcohol and ice 
water. Instead, drink cool 
water and citrus fruit juices. 
Eat vegetables and easy-to-dl- 
gest foods. 

2. Wear light, loose clothing. 
Avoid over-fatigue. Bathe daily 
and get plenty of sleep. 

3. Replace body salt lost 
through excessive ^rspiration 
by salting your food or taking 
salt when you take a drink of 
water. 

First aid for heat exhaustion 
should include these points: 

1. Remove the victim to cir¬ 
culating air. 

2. Keep him lying down. Ap¬ 
ply blankets over and under 
him. 

3. If he’s conscious, give him 
warm liquids to drink — also 
salted w'ater (a teaspoon to a 
pint).

Under the agreement follow¬ 
ed. each city or town represent¬ 
ed in the MTA Advisory Coun¬ 
cil casts a vote equal to the per¬ 
centage of the MTA deficit 
which it will pay this year. 

Incidentally, the apportion¬ 
ment of the MTA losses this 
year will he based on a traffic 
count made a year ago. Next 
year the MTA will resume the 
practice of using a 19-10 traffle 
count as the formula for deter¬ 
mining that portion of the MTA 
deficit each city or town will 
pay. 

Had the 1910 formula been 
used 1o determine how much 
each town's vote would count, 
the tally on the Highlands 
Branch Issue would have been 
oven closer than it was, hut the 
proposal still would have been 
defeated. 

Based on a total of 100 per¬ 
cent. this is the vote possessed 
by the five communities which 
were against, the MTA exten¬ 
sion.

Mayor Whitmore, in present¬ 
ing his opposition tn the MTA 
extension plan during the meet¬ 
ing in the office of Boston’s 
Mayor Hynes, expressed the 
conviction that the figures on 
which MTA otllcials based their 
estimate that rapid transit ser¬ 
vice on the Highlands Branch 
line would show a profit were 
wrong. 

Whitmore characterized as 
“unrealistic” the project by 
MTA authorities of the num¬ 
ber of passengers who would 
use the Highlands Branch 
service. 

The Newton Mayor pointed 
out that the only study of the 
proposition has heen made by 
the MTA and that there lias 
been no independent survey 
whatever by any other organi¬ 
zation. 

He told his fellow city and

He pointed out that the legis¬ 
lative commission will he creat¬ 
ed to conduct just such a study. 

“We should have an overall, 
coordinated study, not just a 
survey of one phase of the prob¬ 
lem.’' the Newton Mayor main¬ 
tained. 

Whitmore next contended 
that the MTA Advisory Council 
should await the decision of the 
ICC before placing itself on rec¬ 
ord in favor or against the ex¬ 
tension of the MTA over the 
Highlands Branch. 

Should the ICC rule that 
the B «V A must continue pro¬ 
viding service over Ihe High- 
lands Branch, the MTA would 
be unable to take over the 
line, he pointed out. 

Mayor Whitmore emphasized 
that while Newton would feel 
the effect of any rise in the 
MTA deficit resulting from the 
operation of the Highlands 
Branch rapid transit line at 
loss, his city would not be hit 
as hard as 12 of the other 14 
cities which pay a greater share 
Of the MTA losses. 

(That appeared to he one of 
the most telling arguments de¬ 
livered by Mayor Whitmore.) 

Mayor Whitmore today ex¬ 
pressed understandable satis¬ 
faction that his long and deter¬ 
mined light *u hold up the ex¬ 
tension of Hie MTA rapid tran¬ 
sit facilities over the Highland’s 
Branch line had proven success¬ 
ful in the showdown test. 

“1 hope it will promote a full, 
independent study of transpor¬ 
tation in the metropolitan area,” 
he told the Graphic, 

“If the It .V A enters a peti¬ 
tion with the ICC to abandon 
service on the* Highlands 
Brunch ami that petition is 
granted, we would take a new 
look at the proposition since 
we would need new transpor¬ 
tation on the South side of 
the city,” Whitmore con¬ 
tinued. 

“I feel also that some effort 
should he made to have cities 
outside the MTA district, which 
will benefit front the extension 
of the rapid transit facilities, 
bear some part of the expenses 
resulting from the move,’’ he 
said. 

Mayor Whitmore also ob¬ 
served that the blocking of 
the extension plan will save at 
least teinporaritly approxi¬ 
mately one million square feet 
of industrial land at the old 
II A A Riverside yards. 

The land is owned by the S. 

S. Pierce Co. which is planning 
construction on it. The MTA 
had intended to take is over as 
a parking area.

fectively utilizing teachers — 
goes into high gear. 

Tried experimentally at New¬ 
ton High School last year, the 
program aims to meet the quad¬ 
ruple challenge of .teaching 
more subject matter to more 
students on limited funds and 
in limited space . . . with the 


added purpose of providing a 
more stimulating role for the 
teacher. 

The Newton Plan, developed 
by the high school’s English de¬ 
partment under Floyd Rinker, 
tackles these problems head-on 
in several ways: 

1. Cutting across class and 
course lines, students are re¬ 
grouped into lecture classes of 
from 90-400 students, meeting 
for periodic "mass lectures ’. 

2. From the faculty, teacher- 
lecturers are developed to ad¬ 
dress these large groups, giving 
the entire student body an op¬ 
portunity to hoar the most able 
lecturer the school has on a giv¬ 
en subject. 

3. Visual aids, such as the 
Vu-Graph which projects study 
materials onto a large screen, 
will be widely used, with New¬ 
ton's own teachers preparing 
graphic study material for their 
own courses. 

According to Miss Mary Lani¬ 
gan. acting head of the English 
department, a program of this 
type could never have been un¬ 
dertaken if a strong department 
had not existed. 

"We are experimenting with 
new ways to meet new prnb 
loms,” she said, "and to experi¬ 
ment you must not be afraid to 
fail. We do however, feel that 
this program offers a great deni 
to the student and will help to 
attract more able teachers for 
the future.

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new place for the able teacher 
to go, besides into administra¬ 
tion. 

"The teacher • lecturer," said 
Miss Lanigan. "must perform 
at the top of his or her ability, 
a"nd the Newton Plan provides 
the necessary time for prepara¬ 
tion for this performance and 
also takes some of the correc¬ 
tion load off these people.” 

“Other able teachers, who op¬ 
erate best on a more intimate 
basis, will continue to teach in 
traditional-size classes and will 
accomplish all the things that 
can only be done on a personal 
student-teacher plane. 

Actually, the Newton Plan 
adopts some of the methods 
used for years in the nation’s 
colleges—chief of which is Its 
stated principle of instilling the 
icsponsibility for learning in 
the child. The thing that is dif 
ferent is trying this at the high 
school level. 

The mass lectures are not 
just planned as entertainment. 
The student are to be responsi¬ 
ble for their content and are ex¬ 
pected to take notes to accomp¬ 
lish this purpose. 

An example of the type of 
subject that may be undertaken 
if and when the Newton Plan 
spreads into the social studies 
department, would be a series 
of three or four lectures on 
"The Meaning of Monarchy" 
tied in with Queen Elizabeth’s 
proposed visit to the U.S. next 
year.

Newspapers Have No Substitute 

At the beginning of this month a nationally known 
organization came up with a survey which is particularly 
interesting at this time. 

The survey showed: 

That 107,000,000 Americans read their newspapers 
regularly. 

That total represents 87 percent of the population, 
12 years and older. 

That the public is becoming more and more selec¬ 
tive in its television viewing and spending more time read¬ 
ing. 

That 15,000,000 read the women’s sections of their 
newspapers. 

That 50,000,000 regularly read food store advertise¬ 
ments. 

That 53.000,000 regularly read editorials. 

Today Massachusetts residents, particularly those in 
the Metropolitan Boston area are more newspaper-cons¬ 
cious than ever before. During the past couple of weeks 
the public came to know and understand that their news¬ 
papers are not luxuries. They arc not a means to mere en¬ 
tertainment only. They are not something that we can 
easily do wtihout. 

They arc a necessity. 

Further than that the days just behind us have also 
demonstrated with bold and definite example that there 
is or are no substitutes for the newspaper. 

The radio and TV stations by and large made a sterl¬ 
ing attempt to fill the void caused by the Boston news¬ 
paper suspension. 

There can he no fair-minded decision except that 
they didn’t succeed. They couldn’t do so. Women simply 
can’t shop for their daiy household needs through such a 
medium, as radio and TV. 

The air waves have a place of their own presently. 
They will continue to exercise an important place in the 
future. 

The very nature of radio and TV, however, docs not 
lend them to the requirements of the public and the re¬ 
quirements of the advertiser. 

Whatever else they may be, they are not and will 
never he a substitute for the newspaper.

Furcolo Slow In Doing Things 
His Regime Marked By Delays 

Governor Furcolo lias been slower in doing things 
and getting things done than any other chief State exec¬ 
utive in memory. 

He was late in taking his oath of office last Jan. 3. 
He didn’t deliver what is commonly accepted as an inaug¬ 
ural address until about two weeks after he became Gov¬ 
ernor. 

Even his inauguration ceremonies wore held on the 
installment plan in a departure from tradition and custom. 

A striking example of the manner in which he has 
done things was provided by his action in demanding the 
resignation of ltichard Prestion, the former State Commis¬ 
sioner of Commerce, and then, after getting the resigna¬ 
tion, spending three months making up his mind on the 
selection of Preston’s successor. 

lie and the chairman of the State Housing Hoard 
lie appointed—John F. Maloney—made glowing predic¬ 
tions of the speed with which they were going to earry 
forward the program of housing for the elderly and 
then permitted a bill to become law which fouled up 
the housing for-flic-elderly programs in (owns carrying 
forward plans for such projects. 

This week the Massachusetts Senate is in recess, and 
Senate President Newland H. Holmes declares that Gov¬ 
ernor Furcolo’s procrastination is responsible for the fact 
that the upper legislative chamber is taking a week off 
front its duties instead of winding up its business and 
proroguing for the year. 

Senate President Holmes asserts that Furcolo’s fail¬ 
ure to submit his capital outlay program to the Legisla¬ 
ture within a reasonable time caused him (Holmes) to 
recess the Senate until Aug. 20. 

“This sitdown strike by the Governor is costly to 
the State,’ charged llolmes. “For more than seven 
months he has procrastinated, postponed and failed to 
act on many important issues. 

With other business to transact, the Governor’s de¬ 
lays did not affect legislative progress until now. The Gov¬ 
ernor is preventing prorogation of the Legislature.” 

Holmes, for all of the fact that he was elected to the 
Senate presidency on a coalition of Democratic and Repub¬ 
lican votes, is a partisan, down-tlie-line Republican who 
would not pass up an opportunity to jibe at a Democratic 
Governor. 

In this instance, however, he was puling cold, indis¬ 
putable facts on ihe line. It is significant that even Fur¬ 
colo’s most Stalwart supporters on Beacon Hill did not 
challenge the truth of Holmes’ claims. 

I he blunt lact is that Governor Furcolo’s first 
eight mouths in office have been marked by indecision, 
piocrusliiiation, fumbling, bumbling ami postponement 
of action. 

1 In Legislature could have and should have conclud¬ 
ed its deliberations and prorogued weeks ago. It has been 
unable to do so because of the repeated delays in the Gov¬ 
ernors office in submitting proposals for consideration. 

Holmes is right when he declares that has cost Mas¬ 


sachusetts taxpayers money. In addition, of course, Fur¬ 
colo has little in the way of accomplishments to show for 
his first seven months in office.

Proposal for Gas Tax Refunds 
To Turnpike Users Ridiculous 

If anybody but William F. Callahan had gone to the 
Legislature with a proposal that the State gasoline taxes 
be refunded to motorists using the Massachusetts Turn¬ 
pike, he would have been laughed out of the State House 
and told the idea was preposterous. 

But Chairman Callahan has so many legislators 
under obligation to him—legislators who will dance like 
puppets on the end of a string when he sings a tune— 
that it is quite possible lie will obtain the passage of 
his bill. 

No other- State in the Union has a law of the type 
Callahan is seeking. No other public official in the United 
States would be likely to propose a law such as Callahan 
is advocating; none probably would have any real chance 
of achieving its adoption. 

With Chairman Callahan it’s different. He has the 
secret formula. 

One political observer recently expressed the belief 
that Mr. Callahan probably could have obtained the pas¬ 
sage of the sales tax bill if Governor Furcolo had com¬ 
missioned him to do so and had given him a free hand, 
That is probably true. But w r c wonder whether that is 
Hie kind of government the people of Massachusetts 
want and how much of it they are willing to tolerate. 

In one sense, the adoption of the bill providing for the 
rebate of gasoline taxes to users of the Massachusetts 
Turnpike would be a more remarkable accomplishment 
than the passage of the sales tax proposal would have 
been. 

Nobody except Chairman Callahan could possibly per¬ 
suade the members of the Legislature to short-change the 
State and a majority of its taxpayers in such a manner.

More Efficiency In Kitchens 
Than In Legislative Halls? 

State Senator Mary L. Fonseca made a statement on 
the floor of the Senate the other day, during an argument 
on whether that body should be recessed until Aug. 26 or 
Sept. 3, which will bring a smile of satisfaction to the 
faces of many housewives. 

Said Mrs. Fonseca: “If women ran their homes the 
way men have run the Legislature this year, none of you 
married men would even get your meals at all.” 

Many of the masculine legislators privately agree 
with Mrs. Fonseca but blame Governor Furcolo for the 
trials and tribulations of the Legislature. 

While President Holmes was recessing the Senate for 
a week, delivering a ringing blast at Furcolo as he did, 
Mrs. Fonseca maintained that the Solons should go on a 
two-week vacation.

Murderers May Gel Reprieves 
Through Death Penally Study 

Earlier this year, Governor Furcolo recommended 
that the Legislature place on the ballot in the 1958 elec¬ 
tion for a vote of the people of Massachusetts the ques¬ 
tion of whether capital punishment should be abolished 
or retained in this State. 

That proposal was rejected. Now, however, the two 
branches of the Legislature have approved a resolve 
calling.for a study of the advisability of scrapping the 
death penalty. 

What the commission probably will do, after it con¬ 


cludes its study, will be to advocate the same referendum 
which the Governor unsuccessfully urged. 

The commission will have three courses open to it: 
(1) It could recommend that nothing be done and that the 
death penalty be left on the books. (2) It could advocate 
that the Legislature abolish capital punishment. (3) It 
could suggest the referendum. 

The Legislature year after year has turned down 
bills railing for the repeal of the death penalty. It did 
so during the present legislative session, and it probably 
will do so again in the next session, one reason being 
that police officials will argue that the abolition of cap¬ 
ital punishment would invite the murder of prison 
guards and police officers by criminals or convicts fac¬ 
ing life sentences anyway. 

A commission is not likely to ask the Legislature to 
repeal the capital punishment law, knowing in advance 
that in all probability it will again refuse to do so. Neither 
is the commission likely to recommend that nothing be 
done about the situation. That leaves the referendum as 
the third possibility. Governor Furcolo, incidentally, will 
appoint 7 of the 15 commission members. 

This poses the question of whether Furcolo will 
seek reprieves for wife-killer Dominick Bonomi and the 
Lovering slayers, all of whom are now in the death 
row at the Walpole State Prison, waiting to take the 
last, grim walk to the electric chair. 

The guessing is that Furcolo will recommend that 
their lives be extended and that the Executive Council will 
go along with the recommendation. 

No Governor likes to assume the responsibility for 
snuffing out another man’s life, no matter what crime 
he has committed. The nights there were executions at 
the old State Prison in Charlestown were tortuous ones 
for Governors. That must be true also in other States 
which still have the electric chair, the gas chamber and 
the gallows. 

Yet, any move to grant reprieves to Bonomi and the 
Lovering killers is certain to stir a stiff controversy. Many 
people believe strongly those men should pay with their 
Jives for what they did.

Newton Industrial Advance 
Cited as Example of Vast 
Need for Technical Skills 


Newton’s share of the State’s 
advance in post-war industries 
not only has increased employ¬ 
ment but it has likewise sharp¬ 
ly stepped up the demand for 
the highly skilled. 

The number of skilled jobs 
in industry in the city tdoay 
are double what they were in 
1947, according to the Audit 
of State Needs, which has been 
stpdying the State’s economic 
picture. 

It cites Newton’s experience 
as an example of the tremen¬ 
dous growth in the need for 
technical skills. 

The increase in skilled jobs 
in the city during the past 10 
years is approximately 5880. 

The present high-skill indus¬ 
tries include such fields as 
chemicals and plastics, elec¬ 
tronics, machinery and trans¬ 
portation. 

The research agency stressed 
the fact that all but 580 of the 
city’s 6461 rise in all forms of 
manufacturing employ¬ 
ment came in the "newer in¬ 
dustries” which require a high¬ 
ly-skilled working staff—from 
technicians to engineers.

half—or about 10 , 366 — of New¬ 
ton’s 23,657 manufacturing 
work force now falls in the 
“newer industry” category, and 
the proportion will soon be 
half. 

This percentage compares fa¬ 
vorably with other Bay State 
industrial regions which have 
experienced a spurt in the 
"newer industries” since the 
war, the Audit reported. Near¬ 
by Waltham leads the state 
with more than 80 percent of 
its manufacturing work force 
in the high-skill industry 
group. 

The Audit praised Newton’s 
"concerted efforts, on the part 
of city officials and civic and 
private groups” to bring new 
industry into the community. 
The non-partisan research 
agency noted that the city’s po¬ 
sition on Route 128 should 
prove advantageous in the 
years ahead as more high-skill 
industries move to the Greater 
Boston perimeter. 

“Wo find the city’s efforts in 
promoting higher education of 
its youth through its Newton 
Junior College and through its 
excellent guidance programs in 
the secondary school are of 
high quality. It is perhaps sig¬ 
nificant that 75 percent of the 
high school students in Newton 
said on a recent private study 
that they planned to go to some 
form of school after complet¬ 
ing high school. This is the 
highest percentage in the 
state.”

196 Colleges Accept Over 
600 1957 N.H.S. Graduates 


Those boys and girls who 
marched to the platform for 
their high school diplomas one 
fine evening last June didn’t 
call their formal educations end¬ 
ed when they returned to their 
seats with the precious parch¬ 
ment. 

Nearly all of them are going 
to higher institutions of learn¬ 
ing, colleges and universities. 
Indeed, not less than 196 differ¬ 
ent colleges have announced ac¬ 
ceptance of members of the 
Newton 1957 graduating class! 

There are 334/ students in 
Curriculum I who received 593 
notices of admission. In Cur¬ 
riculum II, 271 students collect¬ 
ed a total of 227 admissions 
offers. 

In addition to these definite 
acceptances, 103 places on the 
waiting lists of different col¬ 
leges were held by Newton 
seftiors when the survey was 
made May 23. 

The very large number of 
acceptances obtained by stu¬ 
dents in Curriculum I Is partly 
the result of many students In 
that group making three or 
more applications to colleges. 
They must do this because the 
competition for college entrance 
means that an individual can-

63 have already received aw¬ 
ards from colleges. 

Harold Howe, new principal 
of Newton High School declar¬ 
ed, “This Is a record of which 
the school and community 
should be proud. It is certainly 
evidence that Newton High 
School is doing a superior job 
of college preparation. With all 
these acceptances Newtonites 
should find a friend on almost 
any campus in the country.” 
in the freshman classes of prac¬ 
tically all similar colleges which 
are more distant. Twenty State 
universities have admitted New- 
ton seniors as have a great var¬ 
iety of junior colleges. There 
are eight seniors who plan to 
spend another year in school be¬ 
fore going to college. 

Scholarship applications by 
Newton seniors have also been 
well received by colleges. Of 101 
applicants for scholarship aid, 
not be certain of admission at 
any one college. 

Students often are happily 
surprised by being admitted to 
several colleges. On the other 
hand, the competition at the 
colleges frequently applied to be 
Curriculum I students means 
that many of them are not ac¬ 
cepted. 

In the class of 1957 Curricu¬ 
lum I, students collected 202 no¬ 
tices of failure to be admitted. 
Curriculum II students, operat¬ 
ing in a less competitive league, 
garnered 68 notices of rejection. 
At the end of May there were 
still 100 applications from which 
seniors had not yet received no¬ 
tice of acceptance or rejection 
by the colleges. 

The college drawing the lar¬ 
gest group of Newton High 
School is Boston University, 
with University of Massachu¬ 
setts second. Boston College in 
Newton admitted one of tiie 
largest groups of students. 
Among the liberal arts colleges 
and universities which are so 
heavily applied for Newton stu¬ 
dents made a good showing. 

In the immediate vicinity, but 
outside Newton proper, Har¬ 
vard. Wellesley, Tufts, Brandeis, 
Simmons, Jackson, Radcliffe 
and Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology gave a total of 105 
admissions to the class of 1957.

currently available fhat have 
instructional value in teaching, 
and is consequently engaged in 
manufacturing what they want 
and need. 

Feeling a responsibility to 
each boy and girl, whether or 
not they go on to college, the 
Newton Plan team expects to 
acquaint each child with the 
rudiments of law, economics, 
personal finance, art and music 
in daily life, and possibly the 
great current issues of our so 
ciety and government. They will 
tap the resources of the < ntirc 
high school staff to do this, and 
even call on nearby colleges, 
other professions and business 
if need be. 

On Tuesday, educators from 
Greater Boston communities 
and from several colleges met 
at Newton High to hear Floyd 
Rinker discuss some of the 
plan’s aspects and to hear him 
explain how to prepare some 
of the materials for the Vu- 
Graph. 

At present there are fourteen 
members of the faculty at the 
high school taking part in the 
program. They participated in a 
workshop this summer conduct¬ 
ed lay the Newton Plan pioneers. 
The five-week session was de¬ 
voted to the study of the sub¬ 
ject matter to be covered and 
the exact preparation of the 
materials for this fall. It will 
involve only the English depart¬ 
ment at present, but eventually 
languages, math, social studies 
and business may be taught 
with Newton Plan techniques. 

The plan is being partially un¬ 
derwritten by the Fund For the 
Advancement of Education, a 
Ford Foundation division. An 
outline of the Newton Plan sub¬ 
mitted to Dr. Clarence H. Faust 
resulted in a token grant from 
the foundation, which has also 
aided the program, according to 
Mr. Rinker, with “intelligent 
questions and with praise.” 

Dr. Harold B. Gores, Newton’s 
Supt. of Schools, is of the opin¬ 
ion that Newton has hold of the 
biggest idea in high school edu¬ 
cation since 1893, and has given 
wholehearted support to the ex¬ 
periment. 

An exciting idea that may 
well have national repercus¬ 
sions in education, is in the 
making. Whether or not higli 
school age students can respond 
to the standards being set for 
them is the question to be an¬ 
swered. If Newton proves that 
they can, high school teaching 
as we now know it may become 
a thing of the past.

This is interpreted as 
meaning that Britain has given up hope that a disarma¬ 
ment agreement can be reached at the London arms cut 
conference.

Representative John J. Toomey of Cambridge, chair¬ 
man of the House ways and means committee, reiterated 
his opposition to the enactment of any new taxes during 
the present session of the State Legislature, maintaining 
that they are not necessary. 

Toomey's "no-tax” position is contrary to that held 
by Governor Furcolo who three weeks ago recommended 
a $20 million supplementary budget and sought $8 million 
in new revenue.

P. Dupont of Now Bedford, 
Michael J. Favulli of Worcester 
and Raymond F. Sullivan of 
Springfield. 

The Republican members who 
voted solidly against the pro¬ 
posed respite were Councillors 
Christian A. Hcrtor Jr., of New¬ 
ton, Charles J. Gabriel of Hing- 
ham and Augustus G. Means of 
Essex. 

The unanimity of the Council 
stunned the handful of specta¬ 
tors in the hearing room. 

The vote had followed a sharp 
colloquy and it came after Fur- 
colo had personally interviewed 
the Democratic members in the 
Chief Executive's office. 

Then the Governor announred 
that he was asking the Council 
to commute Bonomi's death 
sentence to life imprisonment 
on the condition that Ilonomi 
shall never be made eligible for 
parole nr pardon during Ills 
natural life. 

After another extended dis¬ 
cussion in which it was pointed 
out that a subject of such pub¬ 
lic moment would not be given 
the public attention it deserved 
because of the blackout of Bos¬ 
ton newspapers, the Council 
voted to hold the meeting to¬ 
day. 

At the meeting will be At¬ 
torney General George Fingold 
and District Attorney John R. 
Wheatley who conducted the 
prosecution which brought 
about the first degree convic¬ 
tion of Bonomi. They are ex 
pected to oppose the commuta¬ 
tion. 

The hearing called Tuesday 
by Governor Furcolo simply to 
grant Bonomi a stay until Feb. 
15, 1958, was scheduled for 11 
a.m. It did not get under way 
until 12:30 p.m. because the 
Democratic councillors had been 
called to the Governor’s office. 

As soon as the meeting was 
formally opened Councillor 
Moans protested. He said that 
while lie and the Republican 
eouneillors were obliged to wait 
in the Council Chamber for the 
start of the meeting, the Demo¬ 
crats were ensconsed in Fur- 
colo’s office. 

‘‘I assume.” said Means, 
speaking slowly and distinctly, 
“that you discussed the pro¬ 
cedure to be used in granting 
a respite or commutation to 
Bonomi.” 

The Governor told Means he 
was in error. 

Means then pointedly asked 
the Governor what had been 
discussed with the Democratic 
members for “almost two 
hours.” 

The Governor answered that 
it was his practice to make 
himself available as much as 
possible to the members of the 
Council, both Democratis and 
Republicans on the days of a 
Council meeting. 

He said that he and the 
Democratic Councillors did not 
discuss anything on the calen¬ 
dar of the day’s meeting. Tho 
Governor said he had sent the 
Councillors word that he would 
not discuss it with them if they 
met. 

Councillor Christian A. licit- 
er Jr., asked why a new respite 
was being asked. The Gover¬ 
nor replied that he had just 
signed legislation to set up a 
la-member commission to study 
abolition of the death penalty. 

The Commission, Furcolo 
said, would have to report by 
the last Wednesday in January 
and as a result he was asking 
for a respite until Feb. 15. 

“That is the compelling rea¬ 
son for my recommendation for 
a respite,” the Governor told 
Councillor Herter. 

Asked by Councillor Herter 
if he had made up his mind on 
the possibility of commuting 
Bonomi’s death sentence, the 
Governor said that the Council 
would learn that “When the 
time comes.’’ 

The time came within a few 
minutes. 

In the brief interim. Coun¬ 
cillor llerter reviewed Bonomi's 
respites. He recalled that ho 
(Herter) had opposed the last 
respite when it was granted. 
“I said at that time that it 
seemed inhuman and enormous¬ 


ly unfair to the individual .that 
his fate be left up in the air,' 
said Councillor Herter. “A res¬ 
pite seemed to me to lie a way 
of ducking the issue. I think 
that is precisely the situation 
now. I won’t vote fpr a respite. 

“I think the Council and the 
man is entitled to a decision 
on this from flic Governor,” 
concluded Councillor Herter. 

Councillor Favulli said he 
was definitely going to vote 
against a respite. Lieutenant 
Governor Murphy said he \v 
"leaning in the direction of not 
voting for a respite.” 

Herter then moved that the 
Furcolo recommendation for a 
respite be disapproved. This 
motion was presented. The 
respite was beaten o 0. 

A recess followed. The Coun¬ 
cil reconvened at 1:45 p.m. 

At this time the Governor 
offered a letter in which ho h;> I 
commuted the death sentence 
to life imprisonment, “subject 
to the condition that the said 
Domenick Bonomi shall NOT 
he entitled to either parole or 
pardon during the term of his 
natural life." 

Lieutenant Governor Murphy, 
chairman of the council's com¬ 
mittee on pardons moved that 
the matter be referred to that 
committee and this was done 
by a voice vote. 

Lieutenant Governor Murphy 
then pointed out that a 1913 
law requires that the Attorney 
General and prosecuting Dis¬ 
trict Attorney be notified of 
the hearing before the commit¬ 
tee so that they can present 
information. A 1956 law, ho 
added, requires that final ac¬ 
tion be held up until after a 
public hearing has been held. 

The Lieutenant Governor in¬ 
quired of the Councillors with 
experience its to what had b -en 
the procedure in years pas!. 
Councillor Gabriel explalne 1 
that the pardons committee 
usually invited other Council 
members to attend the public 
hearing and granted them 11: 
right to question those who 
testify. 

Councillor Gabriel suggested 
the Council, after its re.ul 
meeting at 11 a.m. today, re¬ 
cess and hold a public hearing 
on the commutation. Frequent 
lv the pardons committee made 
no recommendation and did r 
express themselves until the 
full council voted. 

The Governor then said, “If 
the time element, is pressing, 
oi if some of those who should 
attend cannot be present and 
if the Council wishes me to do 


it, I would h<’ wil

Ho said he felt 
procedure outlined by Council¬ 
lor Gabriel should be followed. 

After a recc in which the 
Councillors met in Lieutenant 
Governor Murphy’s office, it 
was decided to hold the hear¬ 
ing on Furcolo’s commutation 
request at 2 p.m. today.

In a stunning upset, Democrat William E. Proxmire, 
41, won a sweeping victory in Wisconsin over Republican 
ex-Governor Walter J. Kohler for the right to serve the 
year remaining in the term of the late U. S. Senator Jos¬ 
eph R. McCarthy. It was the first time since the Roose¬ 
velt sweep in 1932 that a Democrat has been elected to 
the Senate from Wisconsin. It increased the hold of the 
Democrats on the upper branch of Congress to a 50-46 
margin. 


The U. S. House of Representatives by an overwhelm¬ 
ing 351 to 17 vote passed a measure designed to protect 
FBI secrets. The House by a 279-97 margin also approved 
a compromise Civil Rights hill, and the Senate in an initial 
test indicated it would accept the watered-down version.

Furcolo Likely to Commute

The death sentence imposed upon three bandit-home 
invaders for the slaying of Merrill Lovinger early on the 
night of June 30, 1955 will never be carried out. Before 
the latest respite granted them expires on Oct. 2, Gover¬ 
nor Furcolo will seek the commutation of their sentences 
of death in the electric chair to life imprisonment.

In opposing a repitc granted 
the three men in July, Attorney 
General George Fingold told 
Governor Furcolo that "no com¬ 
passion, ho sympathy, no senti¬ 
ment" could be shown the Lov- 
inger slayers. 

Bonomi was due to be execut¬ 
ed this week. He owes his life 
to Lieutenant Governor Robert 
F. Murphy, and Councillors Jo¬ 
seph DuPont, New Bedford, Jo¬ 
seph Crinimins, Somerville, 
Michael Favulli. Worcester and 
Raymond Sullivan, Springfield, 
all Democrats. Opposed were 
Councillor Christian A. Herter, 
Jr„ Newton: Charles Gabriel, 
Hingham and Augustus Means, 
Essex, Republicans, and Pat¬ 
rick McDonough, Boston, Demo¬ 
crat. 

Three Newton residents took 
i active part in the public 
bearing which preceded the 
vote by the Executive Council 
granting Bonomi commutation. 

They were Mrs. Paul K. John¬ 
son of Kingsdnle road. Auburn- 
dale, Mrs. Wilson Lyons of 10 
Oukmoni road, Newton Centre, 
and Rev. James II. Burns of 01 
Bowdoin street, Newton High¬ 
lands. 

Mrs. Johnson is State presi¬ 
dent of the Massachusetts 
branch of the Women’s Inter- 
League for Peace and 

Freedom. 

Mrs. Lyons is a member of 
the League. She said she stood 
for the attitude of the Unlver- 
salist Church which opposed 
capital punishment “with no 
judgment of the right or wrong 
of this case." 

The Rev. Burns, director of 
I>astora| services department of 
the Massachusetts Council of 
Churches, spoke as a citizen. 
He referred to the Paul Dwyer 
case in Maine which, lie said, he 
lived with for 20 years.” H* 
out that if Dwyer had 
been executed I9' 2 years ago 
IMissibility of correcting 
an error would have been com¬ 
pletely eliminated. 

"It seems about now,” said 
the Rev. Burns, "that very soon 
his innocence will be accepted 
as a fact." 

Mrs. Herbert B. Ehrman of 
Brookline who has been vigor¬ 
ously seeking the abolition of 
capital punishment for nearly 
30 years, advocated commuta 
tion for Bonomi. She claimed 
the murder rate in Massachu¬ 
setts has declined slightly in 
Massachusetts during the last 
lO’-j years when there have been 

no executions. 


Attorney General Fingold 
strongly opposed commutation 
for Bonomi. He pointed out the 
case had been carefully re¬ 
viewed by the Supreme Court 
which found no errors and that 
the court was satisfied justice 
did not demand a new trial. 

"If the Chief Executive does 
not lielieve in capital punish¬ 
ment,” Fingold said, referring 
to Furrolo, "It makes no dif¬ 
ference. It Is the law on the 
books.” Regarding the stipula¬ 
tion that Bonomi never be freed 
the Attorney General said such 
a stipulation had been imposed 
on the Woodward case in which 
a Wakefield girl was slain and 
mutilated. 

Photographs of the slain 
girl’s body were attached to 
the record. 

Yet, said Fingold, in Novem- 
Imt. 1 DAG, he learned from the 
girl’s father thnt Woodward 
was to be given a parole hear¬ 
ing under the 15-year law. 

The hope of the three Loving- 
er slayers in escaping the chair 
lies in the Governor's expressed 
opinion that it would be repug¬ 
nant to execute anyone for mur¬ 
der while a legislative commis¬ 
sion is making a study of 
whether or not the State should 
retain capital punishment. 

In his inaugural address, or 
what many people took to be 
his inaugural, Furcolo urged 
that the public be permitted to 
vote in a State wide referendum 
on the question. 

The Legislature rejected this 
portion of his inaugural recom¬ 
mendations along with many 
others. It also rejected other 
bills seeking the abolition of the 
chair. After the question of 
capital punishment had ap- 
p a r e n 11 y been completely 
shelved for this session the 
Legislature decided to go along 
with the Governor to the extent 
of making another study. 

The results of that study are 
due to be returned early next 
year.

At the same time, however, 
the Association maintained that 
the State income tax collections 
would Improve and increase 
under the matching card sys¬ 
tem now being employed by the 
State Department of Taxation 
and that the withholding tax 
system is not needed. 

Under the terms of the bill, 
it was pointed out, Massachu¬ 
setts taxpayers in the first four 
months of next year would 
have to pay not only their com¬ 
plete 1957 State income tax but 
at the same time they would he 
obliged to pay a tax on their 
estimated income for 1958.

Early in the week when it rained, they called it a $1 
million rain. It was real rain, too. Steady and drenching. 

But if it was a fine, valuable rain it was also a costly 
rain. It cost lives—human lives. 

From the time it started until it had ended and the 
highways had dried more than 20 men, women and chil¬ 
dren were killed on New England highways. Almost with¬ 
out exception authorities blamed the sudden outbreak of 
highway fatalities on the wet pavements. 

Within a comparatively few hours motorists ruined 
a summer-long record for safety which wasn’t perfect 
but nonetheless very good. 

And now there’s another one of those "three-day holi¬ 
day” periods ahead. We don’t know what the condition 
of the roads will be. We do know that in the past our 
Labor Day weekend has proved one of the worst periods 
in the year as far as motor vehicle accidents are con¬ 
cerned. 

Maybe, mass psychology has something to do with 
these stretches when we have many road accidents cap¬ 
suled into a brief period of time. 

Perhaps, the good rain that fell on the first of the 
week wasn’t as much a responsible factor as the careless¬ 
ness that had been bred by a long succession of weeks of 
dry roads. 

Maybe, people just forgot that wet roads can be 
dangerous. Some of those who forgot were killed. 

On the same theory of mass psychology we have 
plenty of evidence that when men like Rudolph F. King, 
top police and other officials sound pre-holiday warnings 
about the need for safety—our best highway records are 
almost invariably compiled. 

With the absence of the metropolitan press you may 
forget about the high-pressure warning campaign such as 
preceded Labor Days in the past. They may have sounded 
like old hat but they were effective. 

On the coming Labor Day weekend all records will 
probably be broken for motor travel. 

If you make the summer’s last big holiday what it 
should be—a day of relaxation—you’ll also be thinking 
of the hazard that goes with the day. 

Be smart! Take it easy!

A Governor cannot tie the hands of a succeeding 
Governor. He has no power or right to decree that an¬ 
other Governor who follows him in office must or must 
not take any action. 

Nor can the Executive Council stipulate what any 
future Executive Council can or cannot do. 

That was why the eyebrows of many persons who are 
familiar with our State Constitution, clicked up in surprise 
when Governor Furcolo, in recommending to the Council 
that Bonomi be spared from death in the electric chair, 
added the condition that Bonomi never can be free from 
prison. 

That stipulation presumably was intended to mollify 
those who feel that Bonomi should have paid with his 
life for the crime he committed. 

Whatever its purpose, however, it seems clear that 
such a specification was unconstitutional, illegal and 
beyond the scope of the authority of the Governor and 
Executive Council. 

When former Governor Christian A. Herter ami the 
then Executive Council commuted the death sentence of 
Kenneth Chapin, they appended a memorandum to the 
commutation documents expressing the hope that no fu¬ 
ture Governor and Council would pardon or parole Chapin. 

That was as far as they could go under the Con¬ 
stitution. If they could legally have prevented any fu¬ 
ture Governor ami Council from pardoning or paroling 
Chapin, they undoubtedly would have done so. Hut 
ex-Governor llerter was aware that his authority did 
not extend that far. . W. *

The reason Governor Furcolo sought a commuta¬ 
tion for Houoini, who otherwise would have died this 
week in the electric chair for murdering his wife, Mil¬ 
dred, is that he (Furcolo) is opposed to capital punish¬ 
ment. No other argument was offered than that. 

A tremendous number of people agree with the Gov¬ 
ernor in that position. A great number disagree. Which 
side has the greater weight of public opinion is something 
that only a referendum vote on the issue would determine, 


that veteran Councillor Patrick J. McDonough was one 
of the four recorded against the move. As far as this 
observer can recall that was the first time McDonough 
ever voted against a commutation of sentence. 

McDonough has a. summer home in Soituate where 
Bonomi formerly lived. He is in a position to know the 
public sentiment in the community where Bonomi killed 
his wife. Whether that influenced his vote is a matter 
of conjecture. 

Executive Councillor Charles J. Gabriel, whose dis¬ 
trict takes in Scituate, also voted against commutation.

Governors Right to Commute 
Not as the Movies Depict It 

Because of the movies they have seen, many per¬ 
sons are under the impression that the night a mur¬ 
derer is to die in the electric chair, a Governor, if he so 
desires, can pick up a telephone and call off the electro¬ 
cution at the 11th hour. 

That can happen in some States, but Massachusetts 
is not one of them. 

A Governor in this State cannot commute a death 
sentence without the consent and approval of the Execu¬ 
tive Council. If the Council had turned down Furcolo’s 
recommendation, Bonomi would have died in the electric 
chair, and the Governor would have been powerless to 
prevent it.

Furcolo Causes Surprise By 
Dropping O'Brien and Ouimet 

Widespread surprise was caused along Beacon Hill’s 
political front by two of the recent appointments made by 
Governor Furcolo—or rather by his action in dropping 
two public officials who were displaced to make way for 
new appointees. 

One of those upon wnom tne gubernatorial axe fell 
was James E. O’Brien of Jamaica Plain, replaced on the 
State Civil Service Commission by W. Henry Finnegan of 
Everett. 

O’Brien was a strong supporter of Furcolo in the 
campaign last fall. He worked for the present Gov¬ 
ernor and had Furcolo signs plastered around his home. 
That didn’t prevent him from getting fired. 


The belief at the State House that O’Brien was drop¬ 
ped because he is a close personal and political friend of 
State Senator John E. Powers, who opposed Furcolo so 
vigorously on the sales tax, appears to be unfounded. It 
is hinted by those close to Furcolo that ex-Governor 
Dever intervened to have O’Brien given the heave-ho. 

Needless to say, Powers was not happy over the 
dropping of O’Brien. But the Democratic State chieftain, 
who has asked no favors of Furcolo since the start of 
their sales tax dispute, made no effort to save O’Brien, 
possibly because he felt it would be futile to try. In any 
event, he did not inject himself into the picture in any way. 

F.ven more surprising than the ousting of O’Brien 
was Furcolo’s action in dropping Francis Ouimet, for¬ 
mer internationally famous golfer and a prominent 
sportsman, from an unpaid position on the Boston 
Arena Authority. 

Joseph C. Tomasello, brother-in-law of Theodore A. 
Glynn, Jr., Furcolo’s campaign manager, was named to 
Ouimet’s place. It had been expected that Tomasello would 
be given some State post. The displacement of Ouimet, 
particularly from an unpaid, honorary position, however, 
came as a stunning shock. 

But shocks and surprises are a dime a dozen at the 
State House this year. 


Laurence Curtis Now Rated 
An Outstanding Congressman 

Congressman Laurence Curtis has come into his own 
as one of the most able and respected members of the na¬ 
tional House of Representatives. 

During his first four years on Washington’s Capitol 
Hill, Curtis was a rookie Congressman, first a freshman 
and then a sophomore, who had to spend a good part of 
his time learning the ropes ahd adjusting himself to the 
congressional procedure. 

Now serving his third term, however, Curtis has 
assumed greater stature and commands vastly increased 
prestige. A visitor to Washington finds that he is now 
looked upon as one of the outstanding Congressmen. 

As a member of the House judiciary committee, Curtis 
took a leading role in the fight for the enactment of a 
strong civil rights bill. He also is regarded as one of Wash¬ 
ington’s foremost authorities on constitutional law. 


Ike’s Influence In Congress 
Has Dropped To Lowest Level 

Because of the landslide victory President Eisenhower 
gained in achieving reelection to a second term 10 months 
ago, it was generally assumed by political observers that 
he would wield a greater influence over Congress this year 
than he did in any of his previous years in office. 

As the experts reasoned it, Ike was starting his sec¬ 
ond term with an overwhelming vote of confidence from 
the American people who had endorsed his policies in un¬ 
mistakable and clearly wanted him to go ahead with the 
program he had started. 

A majority of the meml>ers of Congress, however, 
have given little indication of being impressed by the 
tidal wave of votes the President received at the polls 
last November. As far as they are concerned he might 
have squeaked in by the thinnest of margins. 

The actual fact is that President Eisenhower’s in¬ 
fluence in Congress has dropped to its lowest point since 
he assumed office. 

What is the explanation for that seemingly political 
paradox? 

One answer is that any President’s influence and 
power wane when it is known that he is serving his last 
term, and under the United States Constitution Mr. 
Eisenhower cannot run again in 1960. Usually, that 
decline in influence occurs nearer the end of a term, 
not at the beginning. 

A second factor, of course, is that President Eisen¬ 
hower’s political thinking is in conflict with that of the 
right wing of his party, and despite Ike’s overpowering 
victory last year the conservative Republicans have made 
definite strides toward regaining control of the GOP. It’s 
a strange situation.

Col. Sullivan, Hub 
Police Head, Dies 
In South Boston 

Boston Police Commissioner 
Thomas F. Sullivan died Tues¬ 
day at his South Boston home 
following an illness of several 
months. He was 79. 

Death ended a long rawer in 
the service of his city and state. 
A veteran of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, in which he rose from 
the rank of private to major, 
he was identified with various 
important posts for nearly 50 
years. 

It is expected that lteglstrer 
of Deed*} Leo .1. Sullivan will 
be appointed by Governor Fur- 
eolo to head the Boston police 
department. 

Commissioner Sullivan had 
served as police commissioner 
for 14 years. He was appointed 
by the then Governor Salton- 
stall following a period of sev¬ 
eral years when the Boston po¬ 
lice came under attack from a 
number of sides. 

His administration was mark¬ 
ed by a complete independence 
which at times drew criticism 
of Sullivan, but he weathered 
all attacks and usually wound 
up by having things done in the 
way he wished. 

He even took on the FBI when 
the Washington office of that 
great, law-enforcement arm de¬ 
clared that the Boston crime 
records were not kept in a mod¬ 
ern, efficient manner. Sullivan's 
answer was that to use the 
system favored by the FBI 
would be too costly. He won Ills 
point. 

He was considered one of the 
nation’s top construction engin¬ 
eers. 

In a large measure he was re¬ 
sponsible for many of the traf¬ 
fic facilities of the city. Three 
of the most important traffic 
links were built under his guid¬ 
ance the East Boston rapid tran¬ 
sit tube across the horbor; the 
Sumner tunnel and the Ken- 
more square subway exten¬ 
sion.' 

Register Sullivan Is a for¬ 
mer member of the State Sen¬ 
ate and was elected register of 
deeds In 1946. He served last 
year as Gov. Furcolo's Boston 
campaign manager.

His heroic actions were de¬ 
scribed by the colonel as in 
keeping with the highest tradi¬ 
tions of the United States 
Naval Se’vice. 

Lt. Ganz is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Louis Ganz.

RohU Oxnam 
Gained Junior 
Archery Title 

Robert Oxnam, son of Dr. and 
Mrs. Robert F. Oxnam of 121 
Kirkstall Road, Newtonville, 
swept the Junior events in the 
73rd annual championship tour¬ 
nament of the National Archery 
Association, neld recently in Sac¬ 
ramento, California. 

Showing exceptional skill, the 
young archer shot the highest 
Junior American and Clout 
Rounds ever recorded in a Na¬ 
tional Tournament, winning by 
a 180 point lead over Terry 
Dziuk of Des Moines. 

The new Junior boke the sin¬ 
gle Junior American round set¬ 
ting a new national record of 
90-752. The previous record was 
90-722. He shattered the quad¬ 
ruple Junior American Round 
with 360 hits for a score of 
2974, bettering the record 156 
points. Shooting with perfect 
form, he broke or tied all the 
previous national range records. 
One of his most remarkable 
feats was in the Clout Round, 
a distance of 120 yards. In this 
round he made 36 hits with 36 
arrows for a total of 284 points 
of a possoble of 324, beating the 
national record by 28 points. 

The title of champion is not 
new to Rob as he has been jun¬ 
ior champion of the Newton 
Archers and of the Massachu¬ 
setts State Association for the 
past three years. He has held 
the junior championship of the 
Eastern Archery Association for 
the past two years. This was 
his first national championship. 
He placed second In the champ¬ 
ionship event at Lakewood, New 
Jersey in 1956. Rob has only at¬ 
tended two national tourna¬ 
ments. 

The young Newton archer 
surprised everyone with his 
skill with this ancient weapon. 
He has been in the sport for 
three years but has gained an 
outstanding record. He now 
holds all of the junior records 
in the Massachusetts, Eastern 
and National Archery Associa¬ 
tions. The Eastern States As¬ 
sociation includes all of New 
England. New York, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, West Virginia, Delaware, 
Maryland, Washington , D. C. 
and the National Association 
has memberships in every state 
In the union. 

In his 1957 championship cotn- 
petions he has not missed a sin¬ 
gle arrow. In fact in the past 
two years of competition in club, 
state, eastern and national tour¬ 
nament events he has only mis¬ 
sed one arrow. There arc few 
senior archers who can boast 
such accuracy. This control of 
the bow is indeed an accomplish¬ 
ment for one so young. 

Last year at Hyannls at the 
Annual Indian Summer Tourn¬ 
ament, he set an all time high 
by shooting In tournament 90 
hits for a score of 774 in the 
Junior American Round. While 
accomplishing this score he shot 
six consecutive six golds, which 
means that thirty six arrows 
were shot consecutively into the 
gold. This is the highest tourna¬ 
ment score ever recorded by the 
National Archery Association. 

Archery is a family sport \.. Jj 
Robert Oxnam. His father, Dr. 
Oxnam, Vice President of Bos¬ 
ton University placed sixth in 
the men’s National champion- j 
ship competition. Dr. Oxnam is j 
President and Champion of the 
Massachusetts Archery Associ¬ 
ation and placed second in the 
Eastern Association tourna- i 
ment in July. Dr. Oxnam was 
president of the Newton Arch- ! 
ers in 1955-56 and has held the 
men’s club championship for the 
past three years. During the 
time he was president, the club 
grew from 30 members to 270 
members.

When he walked into his 
home at 16 George street, New¬ 
ton, the other day, he was 20 
pounds lighter than when he 
went away. It wasn’t the food. 
The Russians plied him with the 
best they had. It wasn’t the 
lack of sleep that went with 
preaching the gospel of freedom 
in a land where they’ve done 
their best to erradicate freedom 
and even the thoughts of free¬ 
dom. 

However, you can’t come as 
close as he did to one of those 
Soviet brain washing shops and 
maybe a little sojourn of 20 to 
SO years in Siberia, without get¬ 
ting a little nervous. 

In the end the Russians de¬ 
cided to allow him to go home. 
He'd done enough damage to 
their propaganda machine. To 
attempt to punish him for toss¬ 
ing a nice big monkey wrench 
into their carefully oiled mach¬ 
ine would have only made 
things a lot worse for the Soviet. 

If you happen to hear in the 
next few months that the 
comrade who thought up the 
Idea of the Moscow World 
Youth Festival has disappear¬ 
ed mysteriously — blame it 
on George Abrams of George 
street, Newton, Mass. Some¬ 
body will have to pay for 
what George did to the Sov¬ 
iets prize show of the year. 

In 15 days George probably 
did more than the Voice of 
America could do in 15 
months. And George didn't 
have millions of dollars to do 
It with either. All he had >vas 
his voice, a sharp niind and 
courage galore. 

He’ll never be invited behind 
the Iron Curtain again. At 
least not as long as the Com¬ 
mies keep Asia and its millions 
in a straigh-jacket. 

George is the son of Attorney 
Samuel Abrams of 16 George 
street, a prominent Boston law¬ 
yer'with ofllce at 1 State street. 

He was invited along with 
159 other young Americans to 
participate in the Moscow Youth 
Festival. The Russians figured : i| 
they'd put on quite a show.! i;i : 
They’d trot out the best. Show ' S 
the young men and the women i f 
the brightest facades. Then the | 
young men and young women : i 
would go home and tell the' 1; 
folks we had Russia all wrong. 

“Russia.” they’d go home and 
tell everybody, “is just a great 
big freedom-loving bear that 
should be permitted to control 
the whole world.” 

It was as simple as that. 

George Abrams didn’t go 
along. As soon as the Ameri¬ 
can party got to Moscow, they 
rolled out the red carpet. 
There were delegates from 
other countries hut it was ap¬ 
parent tlie propaganda mas¬ 
ters in the Kremlin were aim¬ 
ing their best stuff at the Am¬ 
ericans. 

They went out of their way 
to give the Americans the best. 
They even gave them interpre¬ 
ters and told them to stroll 
around and take a good-look- 
see. That’s where they made 
their mistake. 

George seized the opportun¬ 
ity. 

Ho strolled Red Square all 
ight. He'd stop on street cor¬ 
ners and through his interpre¬ 
ters tell the Russians about 
things their masters don’t dare 
let them think about — much 
less than read. There were 
question-and-answer sessions. 

At the start the Muscovites 
were attentive. They asked 
questions. Good lawyer that 
he’s going to be, George ans¬ 
wered. 

Once he found himself atop 
Lenin’s Tomb Itself. .More 
than 1000 heard him. He read 
the United Nations’ report on 
Hungary condemning the Sov¬ 
iet government as it lias rare¬ 
ly been condemned. The folks 
listened. They asked more 
questions. 

Like Socrates, George con¬ 
tinued his iieramliiilating. He 
found opportunities to slip 
leaflets to the natives telling 
them about the Soviet brutali¬ 
ties ill Hungary. Lots of the 
recipients were university stu¬ 
dents. 

Instead of being converted, 
as the Russians had hoped,

When he tucked himself into 
bed at night he knew that at 
the hotel room door a boy from 
the Kremlin was stationed. 

The Commie bosses had had 
enough of George Abrams. But 
they didn't dare act openly 
against him. That would have 
had a bad reaction on the rest 
of the outsiders attending the 
Youth Festival. 

But the papers screamed. 
Tlie official Sovetskaya Rus- 
iya (all Russian papers are 
official, of course) screamed. 
It called him a Fascist and a 
provarateur. And suddenly a 
group of well-brain-wasiied 
from Hungary declared he 
was one of the men who actu¬ 
ally started the Hungarian 
counter-revolution. 

However, George wanted to 
make hay while the making was 
good. He continued to roam 
Moscow addressing street cor¬ 
ner gatherings from 3 p.m. to 
4 a.m., often without sleep and 
often without the nice food the 
Russians were dishing up for 
the visitors. 

•“Whenever I read the Hun¬ 
garian report the people got 
very interested," he related 
when he landed at Idlewild Air¬ 
port the other day aboard a

came a bit scared. The visa 
came through, just one minute 
before the plane took off. 

Of the 41 youthful Ameri¬ 
cans who went from Moscow 
to Red China against the urg¬ 
ent advice of the U. S. State 
Department and even Presi¬ 
dent Elsenhower himself 
Abrams believes that maybe 
two to four are Commies. He 
emphasizes that that is only a 
guess. 

As he was speeding his way 
home, the willful 41 were being 
given a royal welcome in Peip¬ 
ing. Peiping wanted no part of 
the trained American newsmen 
to whom the State Department 
finally decided to grant visas to 
go behind the Bamboo Curtain. 

Red China was willing to go 
along with giving the willful 41 
a guided tour. They’ll probably 
be on the alert, too, to make 
sure that there’s no George 
Abrams among them. 

One of the 41 is known to the 
Attorney General’s office in 
New Hampshire. He was ques¬ 
tioned at length about his ex¬ 
tensive membership in Commu¬ 
nist-front organizations several 
months ago. 

It isn’t likely that he will pull 
a George Abrams on the Red 
Chinese.
